1*  Operations 

A,  General;  Following  the  completion  of  a  ina,,ior  deplovment  of  the  1  ACD 
from  BINH  DINH  Province  ^d  Southern  I  Corps  Tactical  Zone  in  Ipte  Januair/’, 
this  reporting  period  covers  the  initiation  of  high  intensity  corribat  oper¬ 
ations  in  QUANG  TRI  and  THUA  T”IEN  Provinces,  It  encompasses  three  highly 
successful  and  tactically  significant  operations:  (1)  The  TET  Offensive, 

■which  saw  the  1  ACD  preventing  the  seizure  of  QUAN'^  TRI  and  assisting  in  the 
expulsion  of  tho  NVA  from  their  foothold  in  Hue  City  (Oiieration  Jeh  Stivtrt  X)  i 
(2)  Op)eration  PEGA.'j3/lAM  SON  207A  which. relieved  the  NVA  pressure  on  the 
26th  Marine  Regiment  at  KHE  S/JW;  and  (3)  the  entirely  air-supported  Oper¬ 
ation  DELAWARE'LAM  SON  216,  which  disrupted  NVA  activities  by  means  of  a 
reconnaissance  in  force  in  the  A  SHAU  Valiev,  In  each  o.f  t’^ese  operations, 
the  applied  concepts,  tactics,  and  doctr5.ne  of  the  1  AOD  were  again  proved 
successful.  Cordon  and  search  in  con.iunction  vdth  "Swoopor"  operations ^ 
initiated  and  refined  or  the  BONG  SON  Plain,  were  again  success fiOL  in  di.&- 
rupting  the  enemy,  infrastructure,  in'NlCTZ*,  and' assi.sted  in  denying  the  eaawy 
refuge  among  the  populace.  In  Operation  Pegasus,  entire  battalions  wore  3,11*1  ifted 
over  enemy  strong  .points  and  assaulted  on  to  critical  terrain  asAride  the 
cneny’s  route  of  withdrawal.  This  bold  move  with  its  corrcspondi.ng  use  of 
firepower  had  a  profound  effect  on  the  enemy's  will  to  stand  and  fight.  In 
many  cases  he  left  his  fortified  dolaying  position,  abandoning  large  amounts 
of  supplies  and  equipment,  and  fled  in  small  groups  to  the  safety  of  Laos 
or  to  rug,ged  uncontested  terrain. 

At  the  opposite  end  of  the  spectrum  of  mobility  was  the  ground  attack  . 
to  r^ievo  Hue,  Using  tactics  more  akin  to  breaching  the  SIEGFRIED  LINE 
.  than  to  bold,  dashing  Cavalry  chrages,  elements  of  the  division  attacked  a 
strong,  heavily  bunkered  enesmy  in  weather  that  oft  times  precluded  effective 
air  and  artillery  support.  The  A  SHAU  Valley  Operation  was  eir-mobilitv  in 
its  finest  hour,  A  dashing  assault  into  an  enemy  bastion  lon«. denied' to 
US  Forces  and  against  modern  anti-aircraft  defenses  enabled  f'e  1  ACD, 
entirely  svrprorted  by  air,  to  roam  the  valley  at  will  for  a  period  of  almost 
30  days. 

During  these  operations, 'the  1  ACD  demonstrated  a  considerable  flex.ib- 

ility  of  a  particular  mission,  tho  task  organization  of  the  1  ACD  oxpandwA

and  contracted  at  various  times  during  the  reporting  period.  *At  its  peak, 
during  Operation  PEGASUS  (The  relief  of  Khe  Sanh  Cojiibat  Base),  the  Division  . 
controlled  the  operations  of  20  infantry  battalions  plus  their  normal  arb- 
illery,  air  and  other  supporting  elements.  This  was  a  World  War  H  Corps 
siaed  force. 

During  the  reporting  period.  Operation  JES  STU/JfT  was  officially  ter¬ 
minated  at  2400H  31  March  196S,  The  final  results  were:

Operation  DELAWARE  eomnenced  on  19  April  with  AA  of.  elements  of  the  .3d 
Bde  into  the  Mort.hern  A  Shau  Valley,,  The  operation  continues  into  the  next 
reporting  period,  .  ■  •  ' 

B.  1st  Brigade:  At  the  beginning  of  the  reporting  period,  the  Bricade 
was  oriented  towards  the  Ba  Long  Valley  and  enemy  Base  Area  101,  However, 
with  the  NVA  threatening  QUANG  TRI  GUT,  the  brigade  had  to  ranidlv  redirect 
its  effort  in  that  direction.  the  end  of  the  first  v.'eek  In  Februair.'',  the 
Brigade  had  redeployed  forces  to  Quang  Tri,  defeated  the  enenr^  force  batt— 
aling  in  the  oiitskirts  of  the  city,  seized  the  initiative  in  the  area  from 
the  entay^  and  conmenced  pursuit  operations,  (see  TAB  A:  The  Battle  of 
Quang  Trij,  After  the  Battle  of  Quang  Tri,  the  Brigade  pursued  the  eneny 
throu^out  the  coastal  plains,  Ba  Long  Vail ry.  Base  A^ea  101  and  the  area 
ii-.th  of  the  TACH  HAN  River,  Special  emphasis  was  placed  on  .ioint  operations 
with  local  ARVN  forces.  Operations  were  cordon  and  search,  swooper,  and 
hunter-killer.  Psychological  warfare  and  civil  affairs  teams  wore  habitually 
used  to  support  operations  iri  populated  areas.  During  da^^l.ight  hours, 
search  and  clear  operations  wore  conducted  throughout  the  AO  to  locate  the 
enemy  and  capture  or  destroy  him.  At  night,  the  Brigade  used  hunter-killer, 
teams  and  night  ambushes  to  seek  out  the  tsneny  and  to  interd'ict  his  move¬ 
ment  on  trails  and  watcirways,  -  - 

On  5  April,  two  battalions  air  assaulted  (one  from  vie  Ouang  Tri,  and, 
one  fran  LZ  Stud  to  which  it  had  been  airlifted  during  the  assault  of  the 
first  battalion)  into  the  PEGASUS/L/iM  SON  207A  AO.  The  Brigade  CP  was  es—  • 
tablished  southwest  of  Khe' Sanh  at  LZ  Snapper  and  the  battalions  conducted 
immediate  and  aggressive  c<3nbat  operations  against  moderate  enew  resistance. 
One  battalion  ranained  in  the  vicinity  of  Quang  Tri  and  conducted  offensive 
oper.ations  vicinity  the  Southwestern  approaches  to  the  city  in  order  to 
secure  1  ACD  heli copter,  assets  laagered  at  LZ  Sharon,  On  14  April,  the 
Brigade  CP  and  two  battalions  began  their  withdrawal  from  the  Khe  Sanli  area 
and  by  15  April,  the  entire  Brigade  was  operational  in  the  vicinity  of  , 

Quang  Tri  City,  For  the  next  nine  days,  the  Brisrado  conducted  orierstions 
in  the  vicinity  of  Quang  Tri  and  prepared  for  futiure  operations.  On  24 
April,  the  Brigade  began  a  reconnaissance  in  force  in  the  A  Shau  Valley  with 
one  battalion  conducting  on  air  assault  into  the  A.  Shau  Vallo”'  and  estahw 
lishing  a  battalion  fire  base  at  LZ  Cecile,  west  of  A  Luoi,  On  25  April, 
Second  battalion  of  the  Brigade  air.  assaiG.ted  into  A  Luoi  where  LZ  STAIXION 
was  established.  The  third  battalion  and  the  brigade  CP  were  then  airlifted 
into  LZ  STALLIWJ.  ^ 
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During  the  I'emainder  of  the  reporting  period,  the  Brigade  conducted  recon¬ 
naissance  in  force  operations  uncovering  nia.ty  eneivy  logistical  complexes, 

C,  2d  Brii^de:  Until  29  February  1968,  the  Brigade  conducted  oper¬ 
ations  in  the  PER3KIUC  TL  AO,  OPCON  to  IFFV.  (See  Incl  B;  Combat  Operntions 
After  Action  Report-Operation  P’RR'^HING  II  ).  On  1  Inarch,  the  Br5.gade  est¬ 
ablished  a  CP  at  LZ  Jane  and  initiated  operations  vr5.th  three  battalions  in 
the  Jeb  Stuart  AO.  This  marked  the  fi.rst  time  the  1  ACD  controlled  all  its’ 
organic  units  since  July  1966,  Throughout  the  remainder  of  Operation  Jeb 
Stuart  I,  the  Brigade  conducted  operations  in  Base  Area  101,  on  the  coastal 
plain  vicinity  of  "T^e  Street  without  Joy",  and  al  'ng  BVo/'  King  Avenue, 
leading  from  HAI  LAMO  to  the  Gulf  of  Tonkin.  Of  principal  concern  ’.'/as  the 
security  of  Minder  Beach  fan  over-tho-beach  logistical  facilitv’),  Slcy  Kin<» 
Avenue  and  QL— 1  in  sector.  Operations  on  the  plains  were  chgrsctarized  b"'’' 
cordon  and  search  and  3’''oopor  onorntions  In  order  to  at+empt  to  deny  the 
eneny  refuge  in  popul-^ted  areas,  Baveral  oomV>ined  operations  local  -HVM 
forces  assisted  in  initiating  the  desti*u,ction  of  the  local  VC  infrastructure. 
Search  and  clear  operations  penetrated  Base  Area.  101,  and  light  resist a’'‘ce 
was  met.  On  3  April  the  Bri^^ade  conducted  two  battalion  air  assaults  and 
one  battalion  airlift  into  an  area  Sovttheast  of  Khe  3anh,  On  lA  April  the 
Bde  with  two  battalions  assumed  the  responsibility  for  the  security  of  Khe 
Sanh  and  bn  150a00K  April  1968  was  released  OFCOM  1  ACT)  and  placed  OPCON 

3d  Marine  Division.  One  battalion  had  airlifted  to  Camp  T?vans  on  12  Arxril, 
For  the  remainder  of  the  reporting  period,  the  Bde  remained  OPCON  to  the 
3d  Marine  Division. 

D,  3d  Brigade:  During  the  first  month  of  the  reporting  period,  the 
Brigade  participated  in  the  battle  of  Hue  City,  Mary  significant  problems 
were  encountered  during  tlie  battle:  poor  weather,  which  hampered  airmobile 
operations  and  close  air  support,  a  shortage  of  supplies,  all  coupled  v?ith 
the  appc3arance  of  a  detfrmi.ned  professional  enent^r,  Adthough  plagued  by  low 
ceilings,  poor  visibility,  and  fierce  enerre/  resista.nce,  the  Bde  drove  the 
determined  NVA  forces  from  their  well  prepared/ forts fied  defensive  positions 
and  battled  its  way  to  the  walls  of  the  former  imperial  capitol  (Bee  TAB  C: 
The  Battle  of  Hue),  With  the  conclusion  of  the  Battle  of  Hue,  the  anphasis 
of  combat'  operations  sViifted  to  the  coastal  plains  Northeast  of  Camp  Evans 
and  Base  Area  114  Southwest  of  Gamp  Evans.  Offensive  op^jrations  on  the  coas¬ 
tal  plains  were  in  pursuit  of  a  badly  beaten  enemy  and  in  search  of  enemy 
cachos  and  mortar/rocket  locations.  During  this  period,  tho  Brigade  launched 
the  first  US  ground  offensive  into  Rase  Area  114,  in  months.  Against  onlu 
light  resistance,  the  Brigade  conducted  operations  to  the  heart  of  the  area; 
however,  due  to  the  initiation  '^•>f  Operation  Pegasus  /  Lam  Son  207 A,  it  was 
not  able  to  fully  exploit  tho  penetration.  On  1  April  the  Brigade  initiated 
operations  in  tho  PEO/iSUS/L/iM  SON  207A  area  of  oporotions,  bv  «  series  of 
air  assaults /airlifts  to  the  oast  of  Khe  Sanh  Combat  Base,  The  Bri.gade 
staged  vlcinitv  of  Ouang  Tri  City  v/ith  ore  battali'n  assaulting  -from  that 
area  while  tho  other  tv'o  were  deployed  forward  to  LZ  STUD  .■fpom  where  they 

■  were  air  assaulted/landed  into  the  AO,  Against  moder^'to  resistance,  the 
Brigade  conducted  operations  destroying  NVA  forces  Best  of  Khe  Sanh  and 
opening  Highway  9  to  Khe  Sanh,  On  8  April,  ground  elements  of  the  Brigade 
reached  Khe  Sanh  Combat  Base  and  assirood  the  security  mission  thereof.  On 
14  April  the  Brigade  was  airlifted  from  Khe  Sanh  to  Camp  Evans  v.'hore  it 
commenced  preparations  for  future  operations  in  the  A  Shau  Valley,  On  1^ 
April  tho  Brigade  initiated  operati-'n  Delav/are/Lam  Son  216  with  two  battal¬ 
ions  ail’  assaulting  into  the  northern  portion  of  the  i\  Shau  Valley,  The 
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initial  entry  was  characterized  by  determined,  accTirate  and  nrulti-caliber 
anti-aircraft  fire ’coupled  with  extremely  marginal  Aying  weather.  Only 
by  23  April  was  the  Brigade  closed  into  the  valley  compared  with  the  4 
plus  hours  required  to  close  in  Operation  PEGASUS,  For  the  remainder  of 
the  reporting  period  the  Brigade  conducted  reconnaissance  in  force  operations 
in  the  northern  portion  of  the  A  Shau  Valley  and  xincovered  ma.ior  NVA  log¬ 
istical  and  combat  support,  complexes.  Weather  during  PEGASUS  precluded 
hi^  intensity  airmobile  operations  prior  to  1200  hours  whereas  in  DELAJ'UJ^E, 
operations  were  normally  precluded  after  3J200  hovurs, 

E.  1st  Brigade,  101  Abn:  During  the  period  1  thru  IS  March,  the 
Brigade  conducted  canbat  operations  to  the  Southwest  of  Hue  along  Hjghwa7’ 

547.  As  the  Brigade  established  fire  bases  from  East  to  West  in  the  vicin¬ 
ity  of  Highway  547,  aggressive  operations  were  conducted  to  destrcv  enenw  . 
forces  in  sector.  Against  moderate  enemy  resistance,  the  Brifrade  began  to 
success'fully  neutralize  enemy  forces.  Satura+ion  patroUin®  and  night  am¬ 
bushes,  were  extremely  successful.  On  IB  March  the  Brigade  vas  returned 
OPCON  to  the  lOlst  Aon  Division,  ' 

F.  2d  Brigade,  101  Abn:  During  the  period  1  Februar*/' .to  3.0  March,  the 
Brigade  conducted  operations  on  the  coastal  rlaln  vicinf.tv  of  "The  Street 
Without  Joy"  and  along  Sky  K'<ng  Avenue,  Of  princinle  concerr  was  the  sec¬ 
urity  of  the  developing  over-the^eaeh  logj.stical  base  at  i'Amdrjr  Peach,  and 
the  Sky  King  Avenue/QL-l  land  LOG,  Cordon  and  search  operations  in  con.iuhc- 
tion  with  the  National  Police  Field  Forces  again  proved  successful  as  this 
brigade  employed  this  1  ACD  technioue.  Continuous  daylight  ps.trols  and 
night  airiDushes  were  required  along  QL-1  to  reduce  mining  incidents.  On  2 
March  the  Brigade  assumed  the  responsibility  for  the  southern  portion  o.f 
the  Jeb  Stuart  I  AO  and  moved  from  the  vicinity  of  LZ  Jane  and  %i  L?).n'»  to 
the  area  between  Hue  and  the  An  Lao.  bridge  to  facilitate  return  to  its  parsnt 
division.  In  the  now  Brigade  AO,  operations  were  directed  toward  the  est¬ 
ablishment  of  fire  bases  and  the  conduct  of  search  and  clear  operations  in 
the  populated  areas  north  of  Hue.  On  10  March  the  Brigade  returned  QPCON 

to  the  201st  Abn  Division. 

G.  3.st  Marine  Regiment:  .During  the  period  29  March  to  15  .April,  the 
Regiraent  conducted  operations  in  the  Pegasus/Lam  Son  207A  area  of  operations 
under  the  operational  control  of  the  l  ACD.  On  1  April  the  Regiment  with 
two  battalions  launched  an  attack  along  the  highground  to  the  West'  from 

Ca  Lu  along  Highway  9.  One  battalion  operated  in  an  AO  vicinity  of  LZ  STUD, 
The  ■  Regimental  mission  vjas  to  attack  in  zone  dost  rovin'?:  or  capturinr  oia'iiv 
forces  and  securing  and  assisting  engineers  in  the  reopenin.g  of  Highway.  9 
in  sector.  To  accomplish  the  mission  the  Regiment  conducted  a  number  of 
limited  ob.'Jecbive  attacks  agpinst  light  enemy  resistance.  Operations  v/ere 
initially  concentrated  along  Highway  9j  however,  as  the  situation  developed 
the  Regiment  conducted  operations  several  thousand  raetore  to  the  Noit.h  and 
South  of  Highway  9  using  modi fiod. airmobile  techniques,  Onlv  minimm  soc- 
ur^ity  forces  were  roouired  to  protect  the  road  and  engineer  vrork  parties 'on 
QL-9,  Ch  15  April  the  Regiraent  returned  OPCON  to  the  3d  Marine  Division, 

Hii  26th  Marine  Regiment;  During  the  period  31  March  to  15  April,  the 
Regiment,  freed  fr-ora  its  static  positions  in  and  near  Khe  Sanh  bv  t'^e  1  ACD, 
began  operations  under  the  operational  control  of  the  1  ACD,  As  the  1  ACD 
advanced  toward  Khe  Sanh  by  leaps  and  bounds,  enemy  activity  around  the 
beselged  conbat  base  ceased.  Indirect  fire  attacks  diminished  and  virt\:ial2y 
disappeared  and  enemy  ground  troops  fled  ^rora  the  battle  field.  Thus,  the 
Marines  were  able  to  leave  their  fortified  positi.orxs  and  attack  the  hills  to 
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the  North,  West  and  3oath,  held  previously  bv  the  encrr^.  Only  moderate 
resistance  was  encountered  and  the  Regiment  was  returned  OPCON  to  the  3d 
Marine  Division  15  April, 

I,  in  ARVN  ABN  TASK  FORCE:  On  7  April;  in  cooperation .:pd  coorrirnatlan 
with  the  1  ACD,  the  III  ARVN  ABN  TF  initiated  joint  operations  in  the  Peg- 
asus/Lam  Son  207A  area  of  operations.  To  the  southvjest  of  Khc  Snnh,  t>^e  TF. 
conducted  a  battalion  size  air  assa;ilt  and  two’ battalion  size  airlifts  to 

LZ  Snalco  (XD80837S),  During  the  rsport  period,  the  ''’F  conducted  a  series 
of  limited  objective  attacks  against  moderate  resistance  West  to  the  Laos 
border.  On  15  April  the  TP  terminatod  operations  in  the  Pegasiis/lsm  Cod  2c378 
area  of  operations, 

J,  3d  ARVN  Regiment;  On  29  and  30  April  two  battalions  of  the  Regiment 
airlifted  to  12  Lucy  vie  Ta  Bat  in  the  centrrl  /.  Shau  Valiev.  The  2d  Bn 

1st  ARVN  Regiment,  attached,  was  to  follow  on  1  May,  Here  they  initia’ted 
a  joint  reconnaissance  in  force  operation  in  cooperation  and  coordiruntion 
with  the  1  ACD.  The  operation  continues  into  the  next  report, ing  period. 

K,  196th  Light  Infantry  Brigade;  On  20  April  the  Brigade  arrived  at 
Camp  Evans  and  was  placed  OPCON  to  the  1  ACD,  Given  the' mission  to  secure 
Camp  Evans  and  conduct  combat  operations  in  the  vl  cinity,  the  Brigade  util¬ 
ized  1  ACD  aviation  assets  to  accomplish  the  reouired  tasks,  Areas  of  prin¬ 
cipal  concern  were  the  security  of  QL-1  in  sector,  and  the  rocket  belt 
vicinity  of  LZ  Jack.  Extensive  operations  wore  conducted  against  sporadic 
light  resistance  to  the  Southwest  of  Camp  Evans  wh'ile  nmerous  .p'’trols,  night 
ambushes,  and  reinforced  bridge  security  positions  discoupar^ed  enemv  attem.pts 
to  interdict  QL-1  in  sector,. 

L,  1-9  Cavalry:  During  the  report  period,  the  Souadron  continued  to 
conduct  reconnaissance  of  the  Division  area  of  operations  and  to  rrovida 
support  to  the  Brigades  on  a  mission' basis.  Initially,  C  Troop  was  assigned 
the  Northern  portion  of  the  AO  and  B  Trp  was  assigned  the  Southern  portion. 

As  a  rule,  C  Trp  supported  the  1st  Bde  and  2d  Bde  101  ,'y?n,  while  B  Troop 
supported  the  3d  Bde,  D  Troop  pro’vlded  C''>nvoy  security  on  QL-1  between 
Quang  Tri  and  Camp  Evans,  On  17  Eeb  A  Troop  depart.ed  the  Pershiiif? . II  AiO 
and  joined  the  Squadron  in  the  Jeb  Stuart  I  AO,  This  marked  the  first  time 
the  Squadron  had  operated  with  all  organic  resources  since  5  April  1967, 
During  the  remainder  of  the  x'eport  period,  the  concept  of  operations  assui-nwl 
the  familiar  role  of  one  troop  in  General  S-opport  of  each  brigade.  The 
Squadron  continued  to  conduct  intensive  first  and  last  light  reconnaissanc** 
around  Gamp  Evans,  LZ  Sharon,  LZ  Jan^  and  the  V/under  Beach  Ccraplex,  Siccept 
for  special  operations,  emphasis  of  reconnaissance  was  direct od  in  base  arisas 
101  and  114,  Ba  Iiong  Valley,  and  on  the  Coastal  Plains,  In  the  month  of 
April,  the  first  half  of  the  month  saw  the  Squadron  conducting  ©ctensive 
operations  around  the  Khe  Sanh  Cocibat  Base  in  Operation  Pogasus./lam  Son  207fl. 
Due  to  a  total  lack  of  tactical  intaLligonce  concerning  the  area  in  and 
around  Khe  Sanh,  the  1-9  Cav  commenced  reconnaissance  operations  on  26  March 
vie  of  LZ  STUD  and  ultimately  extending  west  of  Khe  Sanh  to  acouire  hard 
intelligence  and  to  destr'^y  enertv  forces,  anti-aircraft  positions,  atxi 
resoiarces  ■with  artillery,  tactical  air,  and  B-52  arc  lisht  strikes.  The  com¬ 
bination  of  1-9  Cav  recon  resources  working  with  massive  fire  support  assets 
provided  a  classic  example  of  fire  and  iiAneuver  once  the  1  ACD  maneuver 
battalions  were  integrated  into  the  operation  on  1  April,  i*^en  the  operation 
came  to  a  closo  on  15  April,  the  Souadron  initiated  extensive  reconnaissance 
in  the  A  Shau  Valiev  in  Operation  Delawsire/Lara  Son  2l6  in  the  snme  manner 

as  in  Operation  Pegasus,  'S'

(2)  llth  Aviation  Group:  Headquarters,  11th  Aviation  Group  oTieratad 
from  Camp  Evans  until  30  March  1968,  and  then  displpced  to  LZ  S^u.d  in  ::ui>- 
port  of  Operation  Pegasus,  On  15  April  the  CP  returned  from  LZ  Stud  to 

Camp  Evans.  Significant  operations  in  v/hich  the  llth  Aviation  Group  po-rt- 
icipated  were: 

(A)  JEB  STU/iRT  1  (1  February-31  M.irch): 

(1)  During  February,  priority  of  aviation  support  went 
the  3d  Brigade  during  the  Battle  of  Hue,  3d  Brigade  elements  wore  in  mooS.' 
erate  to  heavy  contact  throughout  the  month.  Aviation  3upi?ort  was  severely 
hampered  by  extremely  adverse  weather.  This  was  further  aggravated  by  hos¬ 
tile  fire,  mortar/rocket  attacks  and  a  low  availability  of  mission  ready 
aircraft.  Lightning  Bug  missions  were  conducted  nightly  along  Ki.A^.way  OL-1 
to  reduce  mining  incidents  and  NVA  movement  alon<»  the  road.  , 

(2)  As  the  weather  improved  and  the  Battle  of  Hue  ended  in 
the  first  part  of  liarch,  the  number  of  conibat  assaults  increased  throiighout 
the  AO,  When  the  2d  Brigade  displaced  from  the  Pershing  AO,  four  RRF's  were 
required  on  a' daily  basis  (one  to  each  of  the  divisional  brigades  and  one 
to  the  2d  Bde,  101st  Airborne  Division),  Aviation  assets  v:(>re  deployec]  in 
depth . throughout  the  AO  to  disperse  resowces  and  to  nnsure  maximum  respon¬ 
siveness  for  the  supported  units.  Numerous  emergency  resupply  missions 
were  required.  One  resupply  conducted  for  the  Ist  /JIVN  Division  in  the 
vicinity  of  Quang  Tri  (YD314629)  resulted  in  28  NVA  KIA  by  D /229th  gunships, 

...On  several  occasions  during  the  month,  the  stand-by  flare  ship  was  reouosted 
by  units  in  contact.  Weather  conditi'^ns  precluded  VFR  flight:  consequently, 
the  aircraft  was  given  a  GCA  vector  to  the  site  of  the  ang^vement.  After 
contact  was  established  with  the  groimd  coirmander,  flares  were  released  and 
then  adjusted  by  the  groxmd  unit.  On  22  Hrrch  thd  '^29th  AW  executed  a  CA 
with  simultaneous  touch  downs  of  three  6  +•  2  flights  southeast  of  Quanff  Tri 
around  an  enetry  complex.  Throughout  March,  planning  wo.s  in  progress  frr 
Operation  Pegasus,  The  quartering  party  closed  at  LZ  Stud  (XG  011^^83)  on 
24  March  and  the  tactical  CP  clos^  on  30  March, 

(B)  PEGASUS  (1-15  April):. 

(1)  Pre-Assault:  On  24  March  the  Quartering  party  moved 
to  LZ  Stud  and  began  work  on  command  and  communlc'tic'ns  bunkers.  Recon¬ 
naissance  of  the  area  and  proposed  LZ  sites  wore  conducted  by  commanders  and 
fli^t  leaders.  The  assault  elements  of  the  3d  Brigade  were  pre-positioned 
at  LZ  Pedro,  On  30  March  the  llth  Aviation  Group  moved  to  LZ  Stud  and 
oporatlon  control  was  transferred  from  Camp  Evans  on  31  March. 

(2)  Initial  Assault;  D  Day  ccnmenced  on  1  April  with  the 
3d  Brigade  air  assaulting  and  airlifting  into  the  Pegasus  AO,  while  the  1st 
Marine  Regiment  attacked  with  2  battalions  west  from  Ca  Lu  along  highway  9, 
One  battalion  of  the  3d  Brigade  air  assaulted  and  a  second  battalion  air¬ 
lifted  to  LZ  MIKE,  The  thii^  battalion  of  the  Brigade  air  assaulted  into  * . 
LZ  CATES  (XD  932432).  On  2  April  (Dfl)  the  battaUon  which  was  previously', 
airlifted  to  LZ  MIKE  air  assaulted  to  ‘(XD  89^403)  and  established  LZ  TH®, 
The  2d  Brigade,  on  3  April,  (D+2),  air  assaulted  one  battalion  and  airlifted 
one  battalion  into  LZ  WHARTON  (XD  878363)  while  the  third  battalion  of  the  . 
Brigade  air  assaulted  into  LZ  TCM.(XD  898348),  ,  On  5  April  (TH4),  the  1st 
Brigade  air  assaulted  one  battalion  and  airlifted  a  second  battalion  into  . 

LZ  SNAPPER  (XD  8A4347).  The  ARVK  Airborne  Task  Force  assaulted/airlifted  ’  ' 
into  LZ  SNAKE  (XD  810378)  on  7  April  (D+6).^ 
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(3)  Extraction;  The  1st  and  3d  Bri(?ades  of  the  lACO 
and  the  ARW  Airborne  BriTode  began  withdrawing  ftrom  the  Pegasus  AO  on  11 
April,  This  extraction  was  conducted  bva  combination  of  Air  Force  Aircraft" 
using  the  Khe  Sanh  and  LZ  Stud  airstrips,  organic  aircraft,  and  vehicle  chj- 
voy,  xhe^mnin  coirmand  element  of  the  11th  Aviation  Qroup  displaced  to  Carr* 
Evans  on  14  April,  The  roar  operations  element  censed  operations  «t  LZ  Stud 
cn  15  April. 

(4)  Communications;  During  prellninar/  planning  for 
this  operation  it  was  readily  apparent  that  serious  communications  problems 
would  be  encoxmtered.  LZ  St\jd  was  sited  in  a  bcvjl  shapcvl  mountainous  nrtia 
located  54  kilometers  from  Camp  Evans.  A  relay  site  was  established  cp' 

Hill  440,  just  west  of  Stud;  however  reliability  problems  persisted.  Equipr- 
ment  shortcomings  reduced  the  effectiveness  of  the  /Ji  voice/RTT  net.  In 

all  probability  this  system  would  have  provided  effective  and  reliable  com-  ' 
miinicatlons  if  the  AM  equipment  had  been  operating. 

(C)  JEB  STUi^RT  II  (16-18  April):  Routine  support  was  provided 
to  the  Division  during  this  period.  In  addition,  support  wo-s  provj.ded  to 
'the  196tn  Light  Infb,ntry  Brigade,  OPCON  to  the  3.st  ACD.  This  period 
utilized  to  improve  aircraft  availability  and  plan  for  Operation  Delaware. 

(3)  13th  Signal  Battalion;  During  the  rcpc'rt.liig  period,  the  13th 
Signal  Battalion  provided  communications  to  the  Division  Task  Organization 
for: 

(a)  Operation  Pershing  II;  1-29  Feb  (BIHH  Province) 

(b)  Operation  Job  Stuart  I;  1  Feb-30  Mar

Dia’ing  the  month  of  February'',  the  Battalion  continued  to  provide  conurlTHii cations 
support  for  the  1  ACD  in  operations  Pershing  II  and  Jeb  Stu‘-H  I.  Direct  ! 
communications  were  maintained  with  the  2d  Brigade  at  LZ  Uplift  and  the  1st  ' 
Provisional  Battalion  at  Camp  Radcli.ff  using  /Jf  radio.  Motor  messen'rer  ser¬ 
vice  was  also  provided  to  the  Div  AG  at  Gamp  Radcliff,  An  Air  Sirmal  Courier 
made  daily  runs  between  i\n  Khe  and  Phu  Bai  vie  C-7A  Aij'craft,  At  the  Div¬ 
ision  CP  (Camp  Evans),  the  foUen^ing  services  were  provi(Jed: 

(1)  FM  Radio  (Secure  and  non-secure) 

(2)  AH  Ra<tio  (Voice  mid  secure  telety^'o) 

(3)  Telephone  switching  system 

(4)  Communication  Center  (Secure  teletiTe) 

(5)  Motor  messenger  service 

Although  communications  commitments  continued  throughout  the  m''nth,  there 
were  no  serious  difficulties  encountered. 

During  the  month  of  Iferch,  plans  were  finalizex.1  for  Operation  'Pegasus'^ 

Lam  Son  207A,  A  Sub-area  si^al  center  was  deployed  to  Camp  Evans  to  pro¬ 
vide  telephone  service  at  that  location.  The  depl'yment  of  Signal  exjuilmient 
for  Operation  Pegasus  presented  major  difficiilties.  The  location  of  the 
Division  CP  at  LZ  Stud,  and  surrounding  terrain  required  the  use  of  a  relay 
site.  Hill  440,  to  the  west.  The  relay  site  was  secured  b5^  ground  forces 
O''.  2o  March,  but  eneny  contact  precliided  night  operatirn  until  29  March, 
Additionally  the  site  required  sxtensive  earth  work  prior  to  emplacement 
of  signal  equi.praent.  Provisional  Corps  signal  equipment  was  moved,  to  the 
hill  by  Division  aviation  assets.  After  installing  Corps  Tropo  and 
systems, on  the  hill,  extreme  difficulty  was  experienced  establishing  the 
Corps  circuits*  Major  items  of  equipment  failed  (TRC-97  transmitter  and 
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geaei'ators)  and  inexperienced  oi>erator3  on  the  Corps  VHP  systems  could 
not  establish  the  reouired  circuits.  At  the  reauest  of  the  division  Sig¬ 
nal  Offlcor,  more  experienced  Corps  personnel  were  flown dn  to  get  the 
circuits  established.  This  effort  on  Corps  systems  took  supervisory  effort 
awsy  frcm  the  divisional  systems.  In  srite  o-^  these  di^fic^-'lt-i  es,  the  • 
Divls 3  oh  CP  had  switchboard  service,  radio  circuits  anA  VHP  s-'/stems  to  the 
Brigados/Regiraents  prior  to  the  Division  CP  displacement  from  Camp  Evans, 

Even  after  displacement.  Corps  teletype  circuits  and  TOC  hot  lines  had  not 
been  established,  V/ork  continued  on  these  circuits  and  satisfactory'’  ser'vA.ce. 
was  received  fow  days  after  the  Division  CP  had  displaced. 

Operation  Delaware  began  with  the  establishment  of  an  Fl'^  radio' and  a 
VHP  relay  site  on,  ''SiCTusl  Mountain"  (Hill  1487),  Long  Range  Patrol,  engin¬ 
eers  and  signal  personnel  were  inserted  on  the  hill  top  to  secive  a  coTmnun- 
ications  radio  relay  site  for  the  operation,  Mon-flyable  w-'iat.her  delayed 
operations  for  two  days.  Once  the  site  was  secured  and  cleared,  relay 
comnuni cations  for  the  Division  TAG  CP  were- installed.  Difficulties  were  , 
encountered  in  airlifting  comnuni cat ions  equipment  to  the  relay  site 
throughout  the  period  due  to  non-flyablo  weather,  A  qualified  pathfinder  - 
was  assigned  to  control  air  traffic  on  the  third  day  of  operations.  The  ■ 
relay  site  was  also  used  as  a  weather  station  and  artillery  fire  base.  .  Com- 
munications  personnel  were  employed  throughout  the  period  in  assisting  iii-  • 
fantiy  units  in  defense  of  the  f»rea. 

Six  automatic  fM  radio-retransmissions  sets  and  two  VHP  radio  relay  , 
set  wore  installed  on  the  site  to  maintain  FM  radio  and  telephone  ‘commun¬ 
ications  between  tmits  operating  in  the  A  Shau  Valle-'-  and  LZ  Evans,  . ,  ‘ 

On  29  April  1968,  a  Division  TAG  CP  wa,9  established  at  LZ  Stallion. ' 

No  serious  difficulties  were  encountered  during  this  move.  The  following 
communications  were  installed: 

(1)  F?!  radio  (secure  and  non-secure)  to  all  ma.ior  sub¬ 
ordinate  conBnands  • 

(2)  AM  radio  (voice  and  secure  teletype)  to  all  ma.ior 
subordinate  commands. 

(3)  VHP  radio  telephone  communications  to  the  tvto  com¬ 
mitted  Brigades,  3d  ARVN  Regb  and  LZ  Evans. 

(4)  Switchboard  and  telephone  service  at  LZ  Stallion. 

(4)  8th  Engineer  Battalion:  During  the  ret'ort'^ny  reriod  the  tac-  ' 
tical  operations  in  the  Jeb  Stuart  AO,  !&i  the  latter  sta.f'es  of  this  ouarter, 
Operaticna  Pegasus  (1-15  April  1968  and  Delaware  (19  Anril  to  the  rrosent) 
inci’.eased' the  tactical  scope,  causing  a  similar  increase  in  enr'ineer' support. 
Initially,  all  availoble  resources  wore  committed  in  sup»'or+.  of  Olr-l,  dev¬ 
eloping  new  landing  zones  and  fire  bases,  and  preparing  installations  in 
the  new  AO,  Elements  that  had  remained  in  the'‘^ershing  AO  to  suprort  the 
2d  Brigade  returned  to  the  battalion  in  late  Februarv,  lixtensive  v?ork 
was  done  on  major  LZ’s  to  develop  helicopter  laager,  refuel,  .and  rearm  fac-  . 
ilities  without  detracting  from  the  direct  support  provided  to,  the  mneuver 
battalions  engaged  in  tactical  oporati'‘-ns ,  Construction  was  initiated  on 
three  airstrips  during  the  reporting  period.  At  Camp  Evans,  a  150’x3100'- 
strip  was  completed  by  mid  April  for  C-130  aircraft,  with  work  still  in 
progress  on  a  parking  apron.  At  LZ  Stud,  a  150’x2500'  strip  was  built  to 
support  Operation  Pegasus  (1-15  April)  and  at  LZ  Stallion,  a  strip  presently 
boltig  coiiSttmcted  in  support  of  Operation  Delaware  (19  April-present),. 

Elements  of  Mobile  Construction  Battalions  4, 5  and  ID  provided  engineering 
support  to  the  Ist  Air  Cavalry  Division  throughout  the  reporting  periotl.,  .  . 
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being  joined  by  the  11th  Engineer  Battalion  (USVC)  during  Operation  Pegasus, 

In  addition,  the  14th  Engineer  Battalion,  45th  Engineer  Group,  has  Initiated 
operations  in  support  of  the  Division  by  daily  mine  sweeps  and  thS  I'l-aceaent 
of  D  Cccipary  in  direct  support  of  Division  elements  at  Camp  Evans,

A.  JEB  STUART  I.  • 

.  (l)  General;  TOE,  attached,  and  supporting  units  of  the  1  ACD  con¬ 
ducted  combat  operations  in  Quang  Tri  and  Thua  Thien  Provr'nccs  during 
ation  JEB  STUART  I,  The  eneny  TET  offensive  was  conducted  during  Operation 
JEB  STU/iRT  I  and  consequently  the  Division  was  engaged  in  he.ovy  contact  on 
numerous  occasions.  The  Battle  of  Hue,  which  lasted  the  entire  month  of 
February  (See  TAB  C),  was  one  of  the  two  very  significant  contacts  in'tho 
JEB  STUART  AO,  Results  of  the  battle  were  404  enemy  KTA,  15  captured,  and 
187  weapons  captwed  or  destroyed.  The  other  signi.ficant  c'^ntact  was  the 
Battle  of  Quang  Tri  (See  T/LB  A),  In  contrast  to  the  Battle  of  Hue,  the 
Battle  of  Quang  Tin.  lasted  only  seven  days.  Results  of  the  battle  wore  900 
eneny  KIA,  300  weapons  captured  or  destroyed  with  the  City  of  Quang  Tri 
never  being  occupied  by  the  enemy.  The  month  of  February  was  a  critical 
period  of  the  war  in  the  First  Corps  Tactical  Zone,  The  eneany  launched  what 
he  believed  to  be  an  offensive  capable  of  an  easy  victory,  whereas  in  r&allty 
he  met  defeat.  One  major  item  which  attributed  to  the  enemy’s  defer.t'vins 
his  lack  of  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  1  ACD’s  flexlbil5.tv, 
mobility  and  firepower— a  unit  whose  presence  in  ICTZ  he  had  certainlv  not 
anticipated, 

vath  the  conclusion  of  the  enemy  TET  offensive,  there  was  a  significant 
decline  in  enemy  contacts.  During  the  reporting  ’^ri'^d,  the  enenTr  wws  at¬ 
tempting  to  regroup  his  fighting  posture”while  avoid'’ne  detecti'^n  or  actual 
contact  with  tho  forces  of  the  First  Team.,  In  order  to  den^r  respite  to 
the  eneny,  the  1  ACD  quickly  initiated  pursuit  operations  fallowing  the  eneay 
•  on  the  coastal  plain  and  deep  into  known  enertv  base  areas.  During  the  mrvjih 
of  March,  the  1  ACD  penetrated  Base  Area  101  with  99  reconnaissance  missions 
and  77  offensive  operations.  Base  /crea  114  was  penetrate,!  bv  48  reconna:.s- 
sance  missions  and  14  offensive  operations, 

(2)  Other  significant'  actions  occurlng.  in  the  JEB  -STUART'  I  AO  v/ere: 

(a)  Oh  2  February,  an  aircraft  from  B  Troop,  1-9  Cay,  in  support 
of  the  3d  Brigade  in  tho  vicinity  of  Hue,  became  the  target  of  intense  ground- 
to-air  fire.  The  aircraft  was  liit  and  crash-landed  in  enony  controlled  tor- 
ritoiy,  Tho  crew  escaped  serious  injury,  bub  was  immediately  engaged  by 
small  arras  firo,  While  the  crew  was  being  extracted  by  a  Marine  helicopter 
(CH-46),  scoot  aircraft  engaged  the  enany  resulting  in  15  KIA’s,^  In  scat¬ 
tered  contacts  througho'ut  'the  remainder  of  tho  day,  the  troops  killed  an 
additions!  20  enemy  resulting  in  a  total  of  35  enemy  KIA  f-‘>r'the  day,. 

(b)  On  7  February,  aircraft  of  C  Troop,  1-9  Oav,  while  performing 
first  light  reconnaissance  around  Dong  Ha,  observed -a  well  fort-ified  area 

at  coordinate  TfD  194610,  The  area  was  engaged  resulting  in  12  NVA  KI/i,  pc- 
ploit^Jig  the  area  of  contact,  C  Troop  1-9  Cav  continued  to  develop  the.sit- 
■uation  and  in  scattered  contact  in  the  vicinity  of  YD  200621,  tho  tro'^p 
engaged  and  killed  another  41  NVA. 

(c)  On  16-17  Feb,  A/l-9'Cav  and  B/l-8  Cav  engaged  in  heav'5-  c-m- 
tact  with  elements  of  the  803d  Regb,  324B  Division  vicinitv  YD  433608. 
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Results  of  the  engagement  were  29  NVA  KIA  and  4  AK-47,  2  SKS  Captured, 
and  1  RPG  destroyed,  friendly  losses  were  9  KIA,  5  VJIA  from  1-8  Cav  and  2 
KIA  ftom  2-20  Arty.  At  161400H  February,  A/1-8  Cav  and  B/1-8  Cav  were 
combat  assaulted  vie  YD  433508  to  conduct  search  and  clear  operations  to 
the  Northwest.  As  soon  as  the  ground  elements  deployed,  the  scout  team 
working  with  B/1-8  Cav  received  3/A  fire  northwest  of  the  companies'  loca¬ 
tions.  ARA  received  extensive  ground  fire  from  this  same  location  result-  ■ 
ing  in  2  US  KIA.  Arty  and  air  strikes  were  employed  againse  the  enemy  and 
these  were  followed  by  a  ground  attack.  Both  companies  continued  to  meet 
heavy  resistance  and  at  1900H  withdrew  into  a  mutually  supporting  night  FOB. 
Artillery  was  fired  into  the  contact  area  all  night  long  and  the  following 
morning  an  artillery  TOT  was  fired  followed  by  employment  of  CS,  followed 
by  a  ground  attack.  TAG  air  could  not  be  employed  on  17  February  due  to 
marginal  weather  conditions. 

(d)  On  18  February  1968,  at  0107H,  vicinity  YD  392544,  C/1-8 
Cav  while  in  a  night  perimeter  was  attacked  by  the  5th  Company,  803d  Regt, 

324b  Div.  An  OP  observed  40  individuals  moving  toward  the  perimeter.  The 
OP  was  withdrawn  and  the  eneiay  was  engaged  with  artillery.  At  the  same 
time  the  perimeter  came  under  60mm  mortar,  B-40  rocket,  and  small  arms  fire. 

At  0l45H,aUH-lH  flareship  came  on  station.  At  0215H  the  fire  ceased  and 

an  emergency  resupply  ship  was  brought  in  which  drew  enemy  fire,  A  raedevac 
ship  took  out  4  WIA  at  0235H,  At  0245H  the  perimeter  again  came  under  spor¬ 
adic  mortar  and  small  arms  fire.  Artillery  engaged  a  suspected  target  at 
YD  391550.  At  0220H  Moonshine  (USAF  C-47  flareship)  replaced  the  UH-IH 
flareship.  All  firing  ceased  at  0350H.  At  04i5H,  a  2d  Moonshine  came  on 
station..  At  first  light  a  check  of  the  area  revealed  6  NVA  KIA,  6  AK-47, 
numerous  drag  marks  (body) ,  and  3"  of  documents.  Friendly  casualties  were 

4  US  KIA  and  4  US  WIA.  During  the  day  the  unit  found  2  more  NVA  KIA  and 

5  B-40  rockets,  150  rounds  of  S/A  ammo,  19  Chicora  grenades,  26  AK-47  maga¬ 
zines,  1  carbine  magazine,  and  assorted  NVA  equipment, 

(e)  On  19  February  at  1530H,  in  a  combined  search  and  clear 
operation  vicinity  YD  363610,  A/1-12  and  C/1-12  Cav  came  into  heavy  contact 
with  an  estimated  NVA  Company.  After  initial  contact  was  established  the 
units  pulled  back  and  artillery  was  fired  into  the  contact  area.  TAG  air 
could  not  be  employed  due  to  marginal  weather  conditions  in  the  target  area. 
Both  companies  continued  the  attack  through  the  area  killing  8  NVA.  ARA 
ships  engaged  several  groups  of  enemy  in  hedgerows  who  were  trying  to  evade 
the  contact  area  and  accounted  for  38  NVA  KIA  and  destroyed  3  light  machine 
guns . 

(f)  On  22  February  at  1500H  vicinity  YD  315505  A  8  C/1-3  Ma-- 
rines,  acting  in  response  to  a  report  from  the  Senior  Sector  Advisor  of 
C)uang  Tri,  conducted  a  cordon  and  search  operation  with  a  PRU  team,  result¬ 
ing  in  the  capture  of  5  hamlet  cadre  and  1?  hamlet  guerrillas. 

(g)  At  1303H  on  24  February  vicinity  YD  362594  first  brigade 
scouts  in  support  of  Bl-12  Cav  killed  11  NVA  and  captured  2  9mm  pistols, 

1  PPS-43  SMG,  assorted  web  gear,  and  Chlcom  grenades. 

(h)  On  1  March,  1-501  Abn  made  contact  with  an  unknown  size 
enemy  force  north  of  the  An  Lac  Bridge  on  the  Song  Bo  River,  Sixteen  NVA 
were  killed  by  the  airborne  troopers  who  were  supported  by  ARA,  tube  artil¬ 
lery,  1-9  Cav  gunshlps  and  tactical  air  strikes, 

(1)  On  2  March,  1-7  Cav  made  contact  xlth  an  unknown  size  enemy 
force  vie  YD  6211,  killing  12  NVA  and  capturing  two  pistols  and  two  rifles. 
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(j)  On  10  March,  a  last  light  recon  team  from  1-9  Cav  working 
in  the  foothills  near  Base  Area  114  spotted  an  advance  party  of  a  possible  m 
regimental  size  unit  on  a  well  used  trail.  The  IN  A  soldiers  were  immediately 
taken  under  fire  and  the  area  was  marked  by  smoke.  An  AH-IG  (Cobra)  was 
sent  to  the  area  in  support  of  the  recon  team.  After  20  minutes  of  aerial 
rocket  and  machine  gun  fire  from  the  three  ships,  32  NVA  soldiers  were  killed. 
Although  late  in  the  day,  a  decision  was  made  to  insert  an  infantry  platoon 

cf  1-9  Cav  to  exploit  the  action.  T^hile  on  the  ground,  the  infantry  captured 
3  weapons  and  one  pack.  Movement  was  detected  around  them,  and  to  keep  from 
being  decisively  engaged,  they  were  extracted  without  incident.  The  recon 
team  covering  the  extraction  killed  7  more  NVA. 

(k)  On  13  March,  C/2-7  Cav  in  a  village  at  YD  558473  killed  5 

NVA.  The  company  received  60nira  mortar  fire  with  neg  casualties.  In  the  _ 

same  area  the  company  captured  several  tons  of  rice  hidden  in  false  graves. 

<l)  At  250900H  Mar  68,  A/1-8  Cav  assaulted  two  separate  LZ's: 
one  on  the  south  and  one  on  the  north  of  the  hamlet  of  Thon  Xuan  Duong. 

Upon  landing,  both  LZs  were  Creen.  At  0918H  units  on  both  LZs  were  receiving 
heavy  fire  from  all  directions.  ARA  and  Brigade  Scouts  were  on  station  and 
engaged  the  areas.  The  third  platoon  of  D/1-8  Cav  which  had  conducted  a 
"Swooper"  operation  vie  of  YD  387558  earlier  moved  by  foot  to  a  position 
vie  YD  399553.  D  (-)/l-8  Cav  further  south,  attempted  to  move  to  the  west 
to  rejoin  its  sister  units;  however,  intense  SA,  AW  &  B-40  rocket  fire  pre¬ 
vented  this.  Following  the  unsuccessful  maneuver  of  D/1-8,  A/1-8  and  C/1-8 
conducted  coordinated  attacks  supported  by  A/1-9  Cav,  artillery,  ARA  and  CS 
to  link  up  with  the  two  platoons.  The  attempt  failed  because  of  Intense 
enemy  fire.  Artillery,  ARA,  and  gunships  continued  to  engage  the  area. 

A/1-8  (-)  and  C/1-8  were  resupplied  by  logships  and  established  defensive 
positions  in  the  center  of  a  village.  Contact  remained  sporadic  until  1930H 
when  it  was  broken.  During  the  hours  of  darkness,  illumination  was  provided 
by  "Spooky"  and  by  "Moonshine."  The  target  area  was  engaged  by  artillery 
throughout  the  night.  POW's  captured  earlier’ in  the  day  indicated  that  the 
companies  were  in  contact  with  the  K-l4  Main  Force  Bn  minus  its  heavy  weapons 
company.  A  search  of  the  battle  area  the  following  morning  revealed  that 
the  enemy  had  exfiltrated  in  small  groups  to  the  northeast.  Results  of  the 
battle  were':  276  NVA  KIA,  6  small  arms  weapons  and  1  LMC  captured. 

B.  PECASUS/LAM  SON  207A 

(1)  General;  Operation  PEGASUS/LAM  SON  207A  will  become  a  classic: 
example  of  fire  and  maneuver  combining  artillery,  tactical  air  and  B-52  arc 
light  strikes  with  a  massive  employment  of  troops  using  airmobile  tactics 
and  techniques.  In  the  operation,  the  mission  of  the  1  ACD  and  its  non- 
divisional  units,  was  to  relieve  Khe  Sanh  Combat  Base;  re-open  QL-9  from  Ca 
Lu  to  Khe  Sanh;  and  destroy  enemy  forces  in  the  PEGASUS  AD.  To  accomplish, 
the  mission,  the  1  ACD  was  augmented  by  the  following  non-divisional  units: 

1st  Marine  Regiment,  26th  Marine  Regiment,  III  ARVN  Airborne  Task  Force,  and 
the  37th  ARVN  Ranger  Battalion.  Although  the  enemy  may  have  initiated  a 
withdrawal  of  troops  prior  to  Operation  PEGASUS,  it  soon  became  evident  he 
had  no  intention  of  allowing  the  combindd  force  to  march  to  Khe  Sanh  unopposed. 
He  had  established  successive  blocking  positions,  oriented  toward  the  East,  on 
critical  terrain  astride  QL-9.  Based  on  the  organization  of  these  delaying 
positions  a  conventional  attack  westward  along  QL-9.  would  not  only  have  been 
costly  in  casualties,  but  would  have  taken  a  much  longer  period  than  I  week 
to  reach  the  desired  objective,  Khe  Sanh. 

On  14  March  engineer  construction  began  on  a  150'  x  2500'  airstrip  and 
a  logistical  complex  at  LZ  STUD.  By  29  March  the  strip  was  opened  for  C-7A 
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traffic  and  by  7  April  the  strip  was  capable  of  receiving  Cr -1?3  traffic; 

On  26  March  (D-6),  1-9  Cav  supported  by  tube  artillery  from  VI  SUHT, 

TAG  AIR,  and  responsive  B-52  arc  light  strikes,  commenced  its  reconnaissance 
efforts  west  of  Ca  Lu,  As  no  tactical  intelligence  of  value  was  available 
on  the  Khe  Sanh  area,  1-9  Cav  had  to  acquire  sufficient  informption  on  tha 
enemy  and  the  terrain  in  order  for  the  tactical  plan  to  be  completed.  In 
arcs  of  ever  increasing  distance  west  .^om  Ca  Lu  and  LZ  STUD,  1-9  Cav  pin¬ 
pointed  enemy  concentrations  and  anti-aircraft  sites  and  immediately  brought 
to  bear  on  those  varied  ordnance.  By  1  April,  sufficient  intelligence  con¬ 
cerning  the  enamr  had  been  obtained,  his  anti-aircraft  v'earons  nentrali^ied.’ 
and  the  1  ACD  prepared  to  launch  its  ncssive  heliborne  assault,  ■  Cn  1  April, 
the  1  ACD  connenced  the  attack  toward  Kho  Sanh  with  the  1st  K^’nine  Regiment 
conducting  a  ground  attack  west  from  Ca  Lu  along  nL-9  and  the  'id  Brigade, 
lACD,  air  assaulting  two  battalions  and  airlifting  one  battalion  onto  crit-  . 
ical  terrain  behind  the  initial  eneny  delaying  positions,  aboi.Tt  half  way  ' 
between  Ca.Lu  and  Khe  Sanh  Conbat  Base,  On  3  April,  the  2d  Brigade,  1  ACD, 
air  assaulted  two  battalions  and  airlifted  one  battalion  to  the  Southeast  ' 
of  khe  Sanh  and  on  4  April  one  battalion  of  the  26th  Marine  Regiment  ©merged  > 
fr<3ii  its  static  defensive  position  and  attacked  and  seized  Hill  4'’!,  south 
of  Khe  Sanh  Combat  Base,  On  5  April,  the  1st  Brigade,  1  ACD,  air  assaulted’  •  * 
one  battaldon  and  airlifted  a  .second  battalion  to  the  Southwest  of  Khe  Sanh, 

On  7  April,  the  III  ARVN  ABN  TP  air  assaulted  one  battalion  and  airlifted 
.  two  battalions  to  the  west  qf  Khe  Sanh  near  the  Laotian  border.  The  rapid 
.emplcyment  of  allied  troops  along  the  entire  length  of  the  enemy’s  line  of 
conmunication/withdrawal  had  a  devastating  effect  on  his  morale.  In  maiy 
instances,  enei.y  forces  left  their  well  designed  delaying  positions  aban¬ 
doning  large  quantities  of  supplies  and  equipment,  and  attempting  to  evade  . 

■  back  in  to  Laos  or  on  to  rugged,  uncontested  terrain.  VH.th  the  ener^r  on 
,  the  run^and  the  allies  in  hot  pursuit,  the  enemy  could  retaliate  only  with 
indire<±  fire  from  Laos— the  only  offensive  means  available  to  him  at  the 
.  time.  Although  largely  ineffective,  the  enemy  launched  repeated  rocket/ 
morbar/artillery  attacks  against  many  of  the  established  allied  fire  bases, 

Ch  8  April  sky  troopers  of  the  lACD  were  welcomed  by  the  26th  Marine  Regiment 
at  the  Khe  Sanh  Combat  Base,  On  12  April  Highway  9  vms  opened  from  CaLu  i .

the  lACD  mission  had  not  been  completed,  but  the  importance  of  displacing

A  Shau  Valley  was  agiin  conspicuous  by  its  absence.  Pin-pointing  and  des¬ 
troying  anti-aircraft  weapons  tising  artillery,  tactical  air,  and  P-5P  arc 
light  strikes  was  again  modus  operand!.  At  the  end  of  three  consecutive 
good  flying  weather  days,  sufficiesnt  intelligence  had  been  acoulred  and 
anti-aircraft  positions  neutralized  to  initiate  the  operation.  Rased  on 
intelligence  provided  by  the  1-9  Cav,  the  initial  assault  was  changed  from 
vicinity  A  Luoi  to  the  vicinity  of  the,  northwestern  end  of  the  valley.  The 
operation  was  designed  as  a  "Reconnaissance  in  force"  directed  against  the 
enemy  and  his  supply  areas  located  in  the  A  Shau  Valley,  For  public  infor¬ 
mation  purposes,  the  operation  was  dubbed  a  "spoiling  attack."  Two  battal¬ 
ions  of  the  3d  Brigade  air  assaulted  into  the  Northern  portion  of  the  A  Shau' 
Valley  on  19  April,  Hampered  by  extremely  bad  weather  in  the  ob.iective  area, 
the  entire  Brigade  was  not  closed  until  2.3  April  and  this  only  after  fant¬ 
astic  feats  of  airnanship  under  IFR  conditions  performed  bv  the  aviators  of 
the  11th  Avn  Group,  1-9  Cav,  2-20  ARA  and  brigade  aviation  platoons.  On  24 
April  one  battalion  of  the  1st  Brigade  air  assaulted  into  LZ  CFCIIjE  vie  A

(a)  OBSERVATION:  CS  continuous  to  be  an  effective  means,  to 
route  and  disorganize  the  en*iy, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  The  use  of  CS  against  eneny  positions  can  cause 
the  enenor  to  leave  s^tking  then  a  more  vulnerable  tar<Tet  to  organic  and 
artillery  fires, 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  That  lanits  emplnv  CS  at  every  'opportunity, 
and  have  protective  masks  readily  available, 

(2)  Bieny  Mortar  and  Rockot  Firing 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  The  enemr  possess  the  eapabilitv  to  mortar 
and  rocket  friendly  installations  anywhere  in  the  AO, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  One  of  many  methods  for  oulckl''-  locating  these 
locations  is  to  utilize  the  intersection  method, 

(c)  RECOMME^niATION :  That  ev<=-ry  soldier  be  trained,  to  be  ra.rt.*' 
Icularly  alert  for  enenv  mortar  aw?  rocket  flashes.  Upon  8l'»htin«  flashes, 
a  soldier  should  Immediately  take  an  azimuth  reading  to  the  flash  and,  render 
a  report  through  his  command  channel, 

(3)  Armor  Seats  in  LOH, 

(a)  CBSERVATICK:  'Hiere  is  a  need  for  better  armor  se»»t3  in  the 
0IP»6A  helicopter. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  The  armor  seats  in  the  LOH  are  designed  so  that, 
there  is  approximately  a  2  inch  gap  where  the  back  seat  and.  front  seat 
junction.  The  chances  of  having  a  round  come  through  this  gap  is  remotes 
however,  it  has  happened,  resulting  in  serious  injury  to  the  pilot.

Normally  whon> 
a  flight  consisted  of  12  or  more  aircraft,  the  battalion  maintenance  airy;  .  , 
craft  accompanied  the  flight. 

(b)  EVALUATIDN;  These  procedures  have  proven  inadequate  v/h ere 
there  is  intensive  eneny  activity  and  large , flights  of  aircraft  involved. 

When  the  flight  consists  of  12  or  more  UHl’s,  a  minimun  of  tw'^'  recovery 
aircraft  are  necessary  to  extract  downed  crews  (troops)..  Relieving  the 
flight  leader  of  this  responsibility  Insures  he  can  devote  his  full  atten¬ 
tion  to  his  mission.  The  presence  of  recovery  aircraft  also  enhances  crevr 
morale. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  That  two  (or  more  dependin*? ..on  size  of 
flight)  recovery  aircraft  be  assigned  to  arrr  12  UHl  or  larger  flight, 

(5)  Surporting  Fires  for  Log  /iremfb 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  During  the  Battle  of  Hue,  lpf»  aircraft  were' 
continuously  eoeposed  to  hostile  fire  while  cam^inre  supplies  to  the  ground 
units,  Nvinorous  aircraft  wore  hit  and  several  shot  down.  Coordinr.tion* 
was  made  with  the  supported  unit  for  covering  fires  during  the  appr^.ach, 
unloading  and  departure  of  the  log  aircraft, 

(b)  '  EV/iLUATION:  S\©porbing  fires  includ<^  rerroseptativcj 
weapons  of  all  calibers  to  include  artilleryi  jCun-target  lines  and  f^.lght 
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roxites  were  coordinated.  The  log  aircraft  called  in  position  at  pre¬ 
scribed  points  and  the  fires  were  fired  as  appropriate*,.  Screeninst  smoke

(b)  EVALUATION:  Flving  log  aircraft  in  pa5r3  oi^'viouslv  re-^ 
quires  additional  planning  and  coordination  bv  logistics  control  team  at 
each  battalion.  However,  when  log  aircraft  fly  dual  missions,  instant  crevj 
recovery  can  be  accomplished  in  the  event  one  of  the  aircraft  goes  down.

(•c)  REC0MMEM)ATI0N;  That  dual  log  ships  be  used  when  dictated

(B)  Medevac  at  Night  in  Poor  Weather 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Medevac  by  helicopter  can  be  accomplished 
d.virlng  periods  of  darkness  and  poor  weather  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Techniques  were  developed  dur'Og  the  reporting 
period  to  conduct  medevac  at  night  during  periods  of  poor  weather  in  cases 
of  extreme. life  or  death  emergencies.  Search  lights  are  utilized  and.  a  l?.ne 
of  constant  artillery  illumination  is  fired  to  the  vicinity  of  the  PZ.  At 

•  the  PZ  ground  illumination  is  utilized  to  guide  the  medevac  helicopter  bn 
its  last  leg.  Artillery  illumination  continues  in  a  line  to  guide  the 
helicopter  back  to  its  own  pad  where  rotating  beacons  are  used  to  imide 
the  returning  helicopter, 

(c)  RBDOMt^NDATION:  That  this  technique  be  utilized  when 

applicable.^ 

(9)  Mine  Sweep  Procedures 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Many  imits  establish  a  procedure  for  mine, 
sweeps  and  then  never  deviate  from  it, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  This  acti'in  has  the  advantage  of  assuring  the 
conmander  a  thorou^,  well  controlled  sxifeep.  However,  it  also  gives  the 
eneny  the  advantage  of  being  able  to  predict  movements.  He  is  then  able 
to  place  his  mines  and  booby  traps  to  inflict  maximun  damage, 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  That  units  encaged  in  dailv  mine  sweeps 
alter  their  methods  of  sweeping  from  different  direct'’ ons  and  on  a  non- 
scheduled  basis. 

(lO)  Conmand  Detonated  Mines 

(a)  0BST51VATI0N ;  3h  Northern  I  Corps  Zone,  the  enemv  is 
employing  nianerous  conmand  detonated  mines  in  coniunctibn  with  conver^bicral 
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(b)  EVALUATION:  Canmard  detonated  mines  render  cons id.srpble 
damage  to  mine  sweep  teams.  On  more  than  one  occasion,  individuals  of  sweep 
teams  who  have  discovered  a  mine  and  are  about  to  uncover  it  have  literalJy 
been  blovm  to  pieces  by  command  detonated  mines, 

(c)  RECOWJENDAPIOKj  That  the  security  element' work  at  least 
100  meters  to  either  flank  and  fon^ard  of  the  sweep  team  and  oxocute  a  vl>?- 
oroiis  search  for  the  enemy  while  one  man  is  placed  in  either  ditch  with  a  . 
grappling  hook  dragged  behind  him  on  the  ground. 

(11)  Spot  Mine  Sweeps  ’ 

(a)  OBSTiRVATION:  'The  use  of  em^lneer  troops  in  the  Ic^.d  vehi  cle

However,  if  the  speed  of  , 
the  convoy  is  in  excess  of  lOmph,  the  spot  mine  sweep  loses  its  effectiveness

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  The  tact-ical  comnander  he  informed  of  the 
spot  mine  sweep  concept. 

(12)  Ifesty  Repair  of  Runway  Soft  Spots 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  O.viick  repair  of  small  portions  of  fo,n-m.rd  air¬ 
fields  supporting  a  limited  tactical  operation  is  a  necessity. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  The  backhoe,  model  %lh  can  be  effectively  used 
to  scoop  out  centralized  soft  spots  that  do  not  meet  the  bearing  reouirements 
established  under  MACV  criteria.  By  replacing  the  poor  material  with  river  , 
run  or  a  suitable  substiture,  the  danger  area  can  be  ouickly  erased. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION;  That  the  3U1M.  backhoe  be  included  in  the 
initiil  lift  of  equipment  for  rehobilitauion  of  existing  airfields,  .

Sling  Out  for  Engineer  Dequipnent 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  During  Operation  PEa^SUS  and  DELAWARE,  it 
became  evident  that  personnel  were  not  proficient  in  breakdown  and  rigging 
foe  sling  out  of  all  tvpes  of  airmobile  equipment, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  These  operations  emphasi‘,:ed  the  need  for  con¬ 
stant  training  of  personnel  in  all  aspects  of  sling  out, 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:-  That  units  conduct  training  of  all  pe^ 
sonnel  in  proper  sling  out  techniques  and  that  riggers  from  the  15th  S&S 
Bn  present  training  as  necessary  to  each  unit  within  the  1st  Air  Cavalry 
Division, 

D,  Intelligence 

(1)  Overt  liaison  Contact  (CI) 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  •  An  offoctivo  liaison  pc*o<?r8m  between  Intel-  , 

ligonco  agencies  is  reouired,  i 

(b)  EVALUATION:  By  positioning  personnel  in  large  cities  in 
areas  within  the  Division  AO,  and  in  those  cities  in  t^e  DWision  TAOI  where 
there  are  a  nvmber  of  allitxi'  intelligence. agencies,  an  effective  liaison  , 
program  has  been  establisbj)d,.  which  has  resulted  in  the  effective  and 
timely  transmission  of  Intelligence  information  from  numerous  sources  not 
previously  available.  This  is  particulnrly  noticeable  in  the  areas  of 
Quang  Tri.  and  Hue. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  The  practice  of  establishiiv:,  permanent

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(b)  EVALUATION:  Because  of  the  language  barrier  existing  be¬ 
tween  US  and  SVK  personnel,  interpreters  are  assicmed  to  the  Cl  Section, 

191st  MID,  Their  duties  frequently  require  them  to  translate  intelligence 
reports  from  SVN  agencies.  Because  there  is  no  v;av  for  US  personnel  to  det^ar- 
mine  the  con^leteness  of  the  translation,  the  document,  after  being  trans¬ 
lated  by  one  interpreter,  is  given  to  a  second,  who  has  no  knowledge  that

(b)  EVALUATION;  During  the  reporting  period,  there  were  at 
least  8  PW’s  of  interest  to  the  division  who  were  evacuated  throu^^h  medical  . 
channels, 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  In  order  to  insxire  that  no  intelligence 
of  value  is  lost,  the  following  should  be  accomplished; 

(1)  Tag  WIA  PW‘3  in  same  manner'  as  other  PW*s, 

(2)  IMits  should  submit  spot  reports  on  WIA  PW*s  through 

normal  channels,  . 

(2)  Medical  facilities  should  notify  nearest  IPI'’  element  ' 
immediately  upon  receipt  of  a  WIA  PW. 

(4)  Limitation  of  AN/PPS-4  Radar 

(a)  OBSSIVATION:  The  AN/PPS-4  Radar  cannot  provide  full  cov¬

(b)  EVALUATION;  The  AN/pPS-4  Radar  doss  not  give  satisfactory 
results  when  employed  in  the  rain, 

(c)  RECOMt'OTATICM:  That  efforts  be  made  to  obtain  AN/FPS-S 
Radar  to  replac  the  Al'J/PPS-J*.. 

(5)  L  lomplete  Captui’e  Data  on  IPW's. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Prisoners  of  war  are  freauently  improperly 

documented, 

(b)  EVALUATION;  In  order  to  insure  timelv  and  accurate  inter¬ 
rogation  of  detainees,  it  is  necessary  to  provide  the  interrogator  with  as  * 
much  information  about  the  d(?tainee  and  circumstances  of  capture  ns  possible, 

(c)  RECOI-IMENDAT ION :  Detainees  should  be  evacuated  to  Div 
with  complete  capture  data  and  any  documents  anti  weapons  in.  their  possession 
at  time  of  capture,  Captui'ing  un5.t  should  tag  each  detainee  using  FACV 

■  form  365  (Detainee  Card)  or  a  facsimile  thereof.  Inforiimtion  should  include; 
DTG  of  capture,  location  of  capturing  unit,  circumstance  of  ca,ptuuej  name 
and  any  weapons  or  documents  found  on  detainee.  If  at  all  possible,  docu¬ 
ments  and  weapons  should  be  evacviated  ’'ith  the  detainee.  D-i vision  PW  Cage 
has  received  many  detainees  during  this  reportini?  period  v/ith  incomplete  or

(6)  Falsified  Documentation  bv  the  NVA/VC  i 

(a)  OBSIRVATION:  The  NVA  and  VC  have  been  falsifying  GVN 
official  documents,  such  as  identity  cards, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Information  devolojped  during  the  recent  TET 
offensive  reveals  that  the  NVA/VC  have  been  most  successful  in  duplicating 
official  GVN  documentation  such  as  identity  cards.  To  date,  there  has 
been  no  report  of  US  documentation  being  falsified.  However,  the  NVA/VC. 
have  the  apparent  capability, 
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(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  Ccmraandcrs  should  h©  alert  to  report  anr 
Incidents  of  suspected  falsification.  Reports  should 'include  samnlos  of.  '< 
the  suspected  documentation  and  all  suspects  shoild  be  retained  until  the 
documentation  is  verified. 

(7)  Reaction  to  IRP  Team  contacts, 

fa)  OBSERVATION:  Findings  of  LRP  Teams  are  often  not  explo3,ted«. , 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Recently  a  IRP  Tecci  made  contact  'with  an  est¬ 
imated  two  NVA  squads.  The  supported  unit  was  unable  to  react  to  the  con- 
tact  and  conseouenbly  the  l/9  Cav  immediately  eJd^racted  the  team  and  two  NVA, 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION;  As  future  3iti;iation3  3indla.r  to  this  Txr-r 

be  expected  to  arise,  it  is  recomended  that  the  supported  unit  react  bv  t  ir  • 
lifti^  a  platoon  and  one  empty  slick  to  orbit  near  area,  of  contact.  Thus 
airborne,  the  commanders  can  make  an  immediate  evaluation  of  the  situation 
and  if  warranted  drop  the  platoon  in  to-  reinforce  the  team  in  contact  smd 
develop  the  situation, 

(8)  Rapid  Evacuation  of  PW’s  to  D'1. ■vision  Collection  Point, 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  Prisoners  must  be  evacuated  to  intelligence 
eigencies  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  PW*s  must  be  evacuated  as  soon  as  feasible 

to  the  Division  Collection  Point  to  allow  for  detailed  interrogation.  Cap¬ 
turing  units  and  subordinate  headquarters  should  exploit  the  PW’s  for  im¬ 
mediate  information  of  tactical  value  and  e.xpedite  evacuation  of  the  PW«s  to 
Division  IPW, 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  Failure  to  rapidly  evacuate  PW's  causes 
unnecessary  inqviiries  from  higher  HQs  and  denies  the  Div  HO  valuable  timely  ,  , 
intelligence  information.  Therefore,  a  procedure  that  provides  for  rapid 
evacuation  must  be  established,

(1)  ,  Pre-stock  of  supplies  prior  to  operations, 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Corribat  operations  can  be  facilitated  by,  pre- 
stockage  of  supplies  for  ma.ior  operations, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Prior  to  the  initiation  of  Operation  PEGASUS  . 
a  3  day  stockage  db’ieotive  of  all  classes  , of  supplies  was  pro-positioned  at 
LZ  Stud,  This  pre-stockage  enabled  the  operation  to  c-Tiimonce  without  log¬ 
istic  difficulties.  However,  the  Division  was  reouired  to  \>se  organic  re¬ 
sources  to  establish  a  significant  amount  of  this  prs-positioning  because 

of  the  lack  of  FSA  support.  This  resulted  in  utilwation  of  organic  re¬ 
sources  fond  manpower  which  wordd  have  otherwise  been  used  for  internal  ore- 
paration  of  units  and  eouipment  for  entrv  into  the  operation, 

j  (c)  RECOMMENDATION;  Whorever  possible  supplies  should  be  pre¬ 
stocked  iat  a  forward  supply  base  prior  to  the  initiation  of  oporaticns  in  a 
new  area.  The  FSA  support  agency  should  perform  the  pre-stcckage  mission 
with  organic  resources  thus  permitting  the  division  to  prepare  its  re^ 

'Sources  for  entry  into  the  operation, 

(2)  FSA  support, 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  FSA  support  must,  be  provided  in  each  forward  • 
operational  areas, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  On  Operation  DELA^*WRE  an  FSA  was  requested 
to  support  the  two  ’■brigades  and  the  iVRVN  Regiment  operating  in  the  A  Shau 
Valley,  This  request  was  not  granted  by  1st  Log  Cmdj  the  only  support 
provided  was  augmentation  for  the  FSE,  This  arrangement  was  unsatisfactory. 

'  (c)  RECOMMENDATION;  Whenever  a  brigade,  or  larger  'size  <iemenb 
of  the  division  operates  in  a*  new  area, an  FSA  must  be  provided  ,to  supi^y, 
wholesale  delivery  of  Class  III,  andV,.  ■,  ,  ,  .  ,  ;  . 
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(3)  Cleai’ance  of  drop  zones. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Drop  zones  must  be  cleared  of  heavy  v'egetation 

prior  tp  use. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  On  Operation  DELAWARE  supplies  were  air  dropped 
on  a  drop  zone  which  was  overgrown  with  elephant  grass  and  underbrush.  As 

a  result  bundles  were  extremely  difficult  and  sometimes  Impossible  to  recover. 
Many  were  lost  and  never  recovered. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  Prior  to  using  such  an  area  for  a  drop 
zone  it  should  be  cleared  by  burning  if  possible. 

(4)  Limiting  stockage. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Supply  stockage  must  be  monitored  and  controlled 
according  to  plan. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  On  Operation  DELAWARE  a  large  stocka.ga  of  sup¬ 
plies,  particularly  Class  V,  was  built  up.  When  the  order  came  to  begin 
extraction  ,  a  massive  effort  was  required  to  back-haul  this  stockage. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  In  al'l  operations,  but  particularly  one  which 
are  of  limited  duration  in  remote  areas,  the  si\pply  stocks  must  be  closely 
monitored  and  controlled  so  that  excessive  stockages  do  not  occur  which  could 
cause  problems  in  tactical  redeployment. 

E.  Organization 

(1)  Crew  Member's  Individual  Weapon 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  The  .38  caliber  pistol  is  considered  unsatis¬ 
factory  for  aircraft  crew  members. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Recent  operations  in  the  ICTZ  have  shown  that 
when  confronted  by  a  well  equipped  and  supplied  enemy,  a  downed  crew  may  have 
to  defend  themselves  for  an  extended  period  prior  to  extraction.  Most  crew 
members  have  requested  and  carry  shot  guns,  M-16  rifles,  and  assorted  surplus 
weapons.  The  unit  TOStE's  do  net  allow  for  the  issuance  of  more  than  one  weapon 
to  an  individual.  If  an  aircraft  is  forced  down,  the  requirement  for  greater 
range  and  firepower  exists. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  That  the  CAR  15  or  M-16  be  the  TOE  individual 

weapon. 

(2)  Authority  for  Fourth  Line  Company 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  The  recognition  by  Combat  Development  Cemmand  of 
an  urgent  need  for  a  fourth  line  company  in  the  6th  Engineer  Battalion  empha¬ 
sizes  the  'requirement  for  an  immediate  ope'ration  change. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  In  the  early  stages  of  operations  in  the  JEB 
STUART  I  AD,  there  were  no  additional  engineer  units  available  on  a  general 
support  basis  for  the  division.  Consequently,  general  support  was  obtained 
by  removing  some  of  the  direct  support  available  to  each  committed  brigade.  A 
similar  ef.tuation  occurred  in  Operation  PEGASUS  and  is  being  experienced  now 
in  Operation  DELAWARE.  The  battalion  cannot  deliver  the  effective  direct 
support  needed  on  a  continuing  basis  by  the  brigades  without  a  general  support 
capj^billty.  The  fourth  line  company  would  solve  this  problem. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  That  TOE  5-215T  be  immediately  revised  to 
reflect  the  necessary  changes. 

(3)  Firebase  Sets 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  Operations  PEGASUS  and  DELAWARE  established 
requiri^ents  for  the  airmobile  engineer  equipment  necessary  to  open  new  land¬ 
ing  zones  and  fire  bases. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  A  fire  base  set  of  engineer  equipment  is  com¬ 
prised  of  an  airmobile  dozer  (12,000-16000  lbs)  and  a  backhoe,  m<^del  3414, 

These  two  pieces  of  equipment  have  proven  to  be  essential  in  the  Jeveloping 

of  fire  bases  in  the  tactical  areas  of  operations.  Since  the  committed  brigade 
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usually  open  at  least  two  fire  bases,  a  requirement  exists  to  increase  the 
equipment  authorization  for  these  two  items. 

(c)  RECOMMEt-'DATION ;  That  TOE  5-215T  be  immediately  revised  to 
reflect  an  Increase  in  34 lA  to  size  authorized  to  enable  each  line  company 
to  employ  two  each  on  a  continuing  basis.  That  the  number  of  authorized 
dozers  be  delivered  to  the  unit,  l.e.  six  are  authorized  and  only  two  are  on 
hand. 

G.  Miscellaneous 

(1)  02B  Tape  Missions  (Psyops) 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Many  9th  ACS  02B  tape  missions  were  cancelled 
due  to  artillery  fire. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  On  many  occasions,  after  the  02B  aircraft  arrived 
at  the  Brigade  AO,  the  pilot  was  denied  entry  into  the  AO  to  broadcast  over  tar¬ 
get  area.  Many  of  the  missions  were  cancelled  after  clearance  into  the  AD  was 
continually  denied. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  The  tactical  situation  permitting,  every  effort 
must  be  made  by  fire  support  coordinators  to  clear  psyops  aircraft  into  the  AD.. 

(2)  Use  of  Military  Police  Personnel 

(a)  OBSERVATION;  When  a  division  deploys,  there  is  an  increased 
need  for  military  police  personnel. 

(b)  E'/ALUATION:  When  the  1st  Air  Cavalry  Division  assumed  its 
mission  in  the  JEB  STUART  I  AO,  it  undertook  the  security  of  Highway  1  and  Slqjr 
King  Avenue.  Since  these  were  the  major  supply  routes  within  the  JEB  STUART  I 
AD  and  were  also  Importeint  links  in  the  supply  system  of  I  Corps,  a  major 
effort  had  to  be  mounted  by  the  division  to  insure  the  safe  and  orderly  flow 
c€  traffic  along  these  roadways.  In  order  to  move  traffic  in  an  orderly  man¬ 
ner  on  these  restricted  roads,  a  disproportionate  amount  of  the  division's 
military  police  resources  had  to  be  committed  to  the  task.  In  order  to  alle¬ 
viate  this  drain  on  men  and  equipment,  augnentation  of  additional  military 
police  was  requested  from  the  18th  Military  Police  Brigade  through  the  USARV 
Provost  Marshal.  Although  initially  approved,  the  augnentation  was  later 
diverted  to  support  the  forming  of  the  Provisional  Corps  Vietnam. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  When  divisions  are  deployed  to  areas  that 
require  military  police  to  assume  roles  beyond  those  for  which  they  are  de¬ 
signed,  attachment  of  the  required  additional  military  police  should  be  fur¬ 
nished  upon  deployment.  If  this  is  accomplished,  the  additional  personnel 
are  capable  of  receiving  full . logistical  support  from  the  division  from  the 
outset.  Likewise,  the  division  is 'capable  of  successfully  performing  the 
mission  required. 

(3)  Location  for  Polygraph  Examinations 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  A  requirement  exists  for  convenient  access  to 
polygraph  facilities. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  During  the  conduct  of  certain  Reports  of  Inves¬ 
tigation,  the  polygraph  is  utilized.  It  is  a  valuable  tool  when  properly _ 

utilized  by  investigator  personnel.  Trained  operators  of  this  Instrument 
are  located  at  the  Long  Binh  Headquarters  of  the  Criminal  Investigation  Group 
(Provisional),  18th  Military  Police  Brigade.  These  qualified  examiners 
conduct  the  polygraph  examination  upon  approval  of  the  Provost  Marshal , 

USARV.  These  polygraph  examiners  will  not  conduct  the  examination  in  the 
field  or  in  an  area  that  is  mutually  convenient  to  both  parties.  In  the 
case  of  the  1st  Cavalry  Division,  it  would  be  advantageous  to  be  able  to 
conduct  such  examinations  in  Da  Nang;  instead  of  having  both>  the 
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inveBti^tor  and  the  subject  trayal  to  Long  Blnh  and  return*  Adequate 
facilities  exist  in  convenient  locations  throughout  Vietnam  and  the  equip¬ 
ment  is  designed  in  order  that  it  may  bo  carried  to  such  areas* 

(c)  RECCWMENDATICai:  The  Criminal  .  Investigation  Grot^  adapt 
,  the  p'^llcy  of  conducting  polygrai^  examinations  in  nubmlly  convenient 
loofttlOM,  It  is  recognized  that  careflil  site  selection  shotild  be  employed 
but  .adequate  facilities  appear  to  exist  in  many  of  the  Criminal  Invosti^Stion 
Detachoeosts* 

'  ■  (4)  Maintenance  of  Control  by  Military  Police  hui'ing  Base  Development 

,,•  (a)  OBSERVATIONj  Military  Police  assistance  is  often  required 

early Xln  base  development, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  The  development  of  a  base  facility  th?it  vdll 
encompass  a  cononand  post,  airhead  and  supply  element  reouires  the  early 
emplcymant  of  military  police  in  order  to  establish  and  then  maintfiin  control 
throughout  the  ocraplex  as  it  expands.  Traffic  regulation  at  such  a  complex 
becomes  a  matter  of  concern  as  the  supply  facilities  expand  and  an  increesing 

\  volume  cf  trucks  have  to  be  positioned,  off-loaded  as  rapidlv  as  possible,  T 
'  and  then  dispatched  for  the  return  trip  that  same  day  to  the  supply  points*. 
Mllitaxy  police  are  reouJ.red  during  this  stage  to  establish  and  then  maintain 
control  throughout  tho  area, 

(c)  RECOM’TENDATION:  That  military  police  be  pro<»rammed  to 

arrive  at  the  site  of  proposed  command  posts  in  sufficient  time  to  develop 
and  then  implement  effect ive  traffic  and  personnel  controls.  By  being 
included  among  the  first  elements  to  arrive,,  a  logically  developed  ,  plan 
can  be  implemented,  end,  then  enforced^  .  ‘  ‘  •

strong  northeast  monsoon  affected  the  JE  B  STUART  AO  from  1  ^eb  to  S7  Feb. 

Some  clearing  was  evidenced  on  the  last  two  davs  of  the  month,  although  mod¬ 
erate  early  morning  fog  was  present  on  those  two  days  also. 

Significant  effects  of  the  crachin  were;  ceilings  were  less  than  1500  feet 
greater  than  50^  of  the  time  (much  of  this  was  less  than  500  ft);  visibility 
less  than  or  equal  to  3  miles  about  60^  of  the  ti^e,  and  less  than  5  mileq 
85/?  of  the  time;  measurable  precipitation  fell  on  25  days  with  a  trace  recordli»i 
on  one  other;  temperatures  were  10  degrees  below  expected  maximwms  but  we’-e 
within  one  or  two  degrees  of  expected  mininomis;  relative  humidity  remained  at 
its  annual  high  (90-100^, 

The  previous  record,  to  our  knowledge,  for  rersistence  of  crachin  weather~» 
was  22  consecutive  days.  This  occured  ilong  the  Red  River  T)elt.a,  which  is 
the  area  of  maximum  crachin  activity,  statistically.  Although  only  2,^9  inc’^es 
of  precipitation  accumulated  during  the  month  almost  no  evaporation  took" 
place  due  to  heavy  cloud  cover  and  high  relative  humidity.  Additionally,  tha 
daily  range,  of  temperatures  was  oily  5"“7  degrees  when  10-15  degree  ran<?e  vas 
expected.  Relating  this  abnormal  crachin  weather  to  the  ^obal  weather  pic¬ 
ture  it  appears,  from  data  available,  that  the  month  of  February  was  more 
severe  than  average  in  many  perts  of  the  noi*T-,hem  hemisi:^ere.  This  seems 
especially  true  on  the  east  coasts  of  the  continent.  S5nce  crachin  weather 
and  its  initiator,  the  northeast  monsoon,  have  their  origins  in  the  continen¬ 
tal  air  mass  of  east  Asia,  any  departures  from  vlthin  this  air  mass  reflected 
in  the  local  day-to-day  weather  in  areas  down  stream  from  the  source  region.  . 

This  Seems  to  be  a  case  much  in  evidmice  throughout  the  -TKB  8TTTART:  AO  in  the 
month  of  February. 

During  the  first  two  weeks  of  Merch,  moderate  on-shore  flow  brought  low 
stratus  and  fog  conditions  throughout  the  .TER  STUART  Ceilings  were  500* 
at  night  but  generally  raised  to  1500*  to  2000*  during  davlight’  hours.  Vis¬ 
ibilities  were* poor  at  night  and  in  the  morning  .(^-2  miles),  and  increased 
to  4-5  miles  in  haae  dturing  the  dam.  The  latter  part  of  the  month  was 
characteriaed  by  southerly  flow  during  which  overall  condit'Ions  improved. 

Occasional  occurences  of  stratus  still  brought  ceilings  of  '700*-1,000* ,  and 
ground  fog  was  common  but  daylight  ceilings  averaged  3000 *,  Haze  continued  t,o 
limit  visibility  to  5-6  miles.  The  extreme  and  mean  temrwirptures  were:  Mt?x 
94/87?  Mn  62/70.  Rain  fell  on  12  days  with  accumulation  of  2,21  inches. 

Average  relative  humidity  was  87 

2.  PEGASUS,  JEB  STUART  II,  DELAWARE  (April).  Operation  PEOASUS  and  Oper¬ 
ation  JEB  STUART  II  were  relatively  unaffected  bv  weather.

The  eneny  attack  on  Hue  City  achieved  surprise  and  was  successful  in 
seizing  a  major  portion  of  the  citv.  As  pressure  from  alli.ed  elements  in¬ 
creased  the  snemy  was  forced  back  along  the  western  wall.  The  Al6th  Rn,  5th 
Regt,  which  had  moved  .from  the  Hai  Lang  Forest,  arrived  in  Hue  to  reinforce 
on  17  Februarv.  It  passed  south  of  Khe  Sanh,  throu-'h  the  Ba  Long  Vallov, 
through  Base  Area  101  and  UA,  through  the  La  Chu  area  and  arrived  at  Hue  on 
22  and.  ?3  February,  The  7th  Bn  entered  the  city  on  22,  Feb,  Elements  of  the 
8th  B.i  ..iA....red  on  the  following  day.  The  29th  Regt,  325C  NVA  Div,  had  also 
moved  from  the  Khe  Sanh  area  to  reinforce  enemy  elements  of  Hue.  The  pressure 
exerted  frau  bno  west  of  Hue  initiated  on  21  Feb  by  the  1st  ACD,  dispelled  anv* 
eneny  hope  of  permanently  holding  Hue,  On  25  Feb  enemv  elements  vacated  the 
city  with  the  6th  Reg'o,  90bh  Regt  (-)  and  29th  P.egt  (-)  mo'ving  to  the  west 
and  southwest  of  Hue  and  the  Ath  Regt  moving  south  to  the  Nam  Hoa.  area  \>ips 
controlled  bv  the  Tri— Thien-*iuo  HQ  which  was  located  southwest  of  the  citw, 

Eneny  losses  in  the  battle  are  presently  carried  at  over  5000  enenrr  ’'ilTed. 

Since  the  battle  of  Hue  City  elements  of  8n3d  Regt,  32Ath  WA  Div  have 
moved  east  along  the  coast  frora  the  Cua  Viet  area  to  a  position  north  and 
northwest  of  Hue,  The  A8th  and  52d  Regb's  of  the  3’Oth  WA  Div  have  moved 
•from  the  Cam  Lo  area  toward  Cua.  Viet,  Within  the  JEB  STtt^.p'i’  /ir>,  the  enewr 
has  been  concerned  with  the  evacuation' of  the  Hue  area  and  protecting  supulv 
routes  along  the  Thach  Ma  and  Song  Bo  Rivers  .for  supplv  of  Ra.ee  Area  l^l  and 
llA  (southeast)  respectivolv.  Enemy  construction  on  route  5A7  from  A  Sha.u 
Valley  to  Hue  City  and  indications  of  large  movements  of  fresh  units  and  re¬ 
placements  show  the  determination  of  the  enemy  to  at'l-empt’.  new  large  scale  r.t- 
tacks  in  the  Quang  Tri -Hue  Area.

Dur.ing  the  first  2  weeks  of  I'ferch  the  enemy  continued  to  reorganize,  re¬ 
inforce,  and  resupply  in  preparation  for  a  renewed  offensive.  Operations 
against  allied  units  initially  appeared  to  be  harrassment  in  nature,  cha.rac- 
terizod  by  stand  off  attacks  by  rocket  and/or  mortar  fire,  interdirtion  of 
communications  routes,  and  extensive  use  of  mines  and  booby  traps  in  areas 
critical  to  friendly  supply  acti'vities.

1,,  JEB  STUART  I  (Feb-Mar),  Crachin  weather  :*estjltin,a:  from  a  moderatelv 
strong  northeast  monsoon  affected  the  JE  B  STUART  AO  from  1  ^eb  to  ^  Feb. 

Some  clearing  was  evidenced  on  the  last  two  davs  of  the  month,  although  mod¬ 
erate  early  morning  fog  was  present  on  those  two  days  also. 

Significant  effects  of  the  crachin  were:  ceilings  were  less  than  1500  feet 
greater  than  50^  of  the  time  (much  of  this  was  less  than  500  ft);  visibility 
less  than  or  equal  to  3  miles  about  60JC  of  the  ti’^e,  and  less  than  5  miles 
85^  of  the  timej  measurable  precipitation  fell  on  25  days  with  a  trace  recorcied 
on  one  other;  temperatures  were  10  degrees  below  expected  maxlmmns  but  we'-e 
within  one  or  two  degrees  of  expected  minimums;  relative  humidity  remained  at 
its  annual  high  (90-i00^. 

The  previous  record,  to  our  knowledge,  for  persistence  of  crachin  weather— » 
was  22  consecutive  days.  This  occured  along  the  Red  River  Delta,  which  is 
the  area  of  maxlmimi  crachin  activity,  statistically.  Although  only  2,89  inc’^es 
of  precipitation  accumulated  during  the  month  almost  no  evaporation  took' 
place  due  to  heavy  cloud  cover  and  high  relative  humidity.  Additionally,  the 
dailv  range,  of  temperatures  was  only  5-7  degrees  when  10-15  decree  range  was 
expected.  Relating  this  abnormal  crachin  weather  to  the  t^obal  weather  pic¬ 
ture  it  appears,  from  data  available,  that  the  month  of  February  was  more 
severe  than  average  in  many  pprts  of  the  northern  hemispihere.  This  seems 
especially  true  on  the  east  coasts  of  the  continent,  *51 nee  crachin  wfeather 
and  its  initiator,  the  northeast  monsoon,  have  their  origins  in  the  continen¬ 
tal  air  mass  of  east  Asia,  any  departures  from  ;vlthin  this  air  mass  reflected 
in  the  local  dav-to-day  weather  in  areas  down  stream  ftrom  the  source  region,  . 
This  seems  to  be  a  case  much  In  evidence  throrahoub  the  dKB  ?5TTTART:  AO  in  the 
month  of  February.  ’ 

During  the  fii*st  two  weeks  of  March,  moderate  ori-shore  flow  brought  low 
stratus  and  fog  conditions  throughout  the  JFB  STUART  Ceilings  were  500* 
at  night  but  generally  raised  to  1500'  to  2000*  during  davlight  hours.  Vis¬ 
ibilities  were' poor  at  ni.ght  and  in  the  morning  ,(i-2  miles),  and  increased 
to  4-5  miles  in  haee  d:u?ing  the  dav.  The  latter  part  of  the  month  was 
characterlaed  by  southerly  flow  during  which  overall  conditions  Improved, 
Occasional  occurences  of  stratus  still  brought  ceilings  of  *^00 *-1,000*,  and 
ground  fog  was  common  but  daylight  oeilihgs  averaged  3000*.  Haze  continued  t,o 
limit  visibility  to  5-6  miles.  The  extreme  and  moan  temr»f)r»»tures  were:  Mt>x 
94/87;  Min  62/70,  Rain  fell  on  12  days  with  accumulation  of  2,21  inches. 
Average  relative  humidity  ■was  875S.  ' 

2.  PEGASUS,  JEB  STUART  II,  DELAWARE  (April).  Operation  PEGASUS  and  Oper¬ 
ation  JEB  STUART  II  were  relatively  unaffected  bv  weather.  Fog  and  low  stratus 
limited  operational  hours  to  the  period  0800-2000  hou:^  on  many  days.  How¬ 
ever,  during  these  hours  ceilings  of  2000’  or  better  and  visibility  of  5  miles 
or  greater  Wv  e  predondnanfc.  Showers  fell  on  6  days  but  the  accumulation  did 
not  significantly  affect  operations. 

Operation  Delaware  ■was  adversely  affected  by  a  late-season  frontal  piasaege 
on  0+2,  Accompanying  the  passage  wore  very  low  ceilings,  fog,  and  intermit¬ 
tent  drizzle  ani  showers.  These  condit'ons  persisted  for  four  i'iavs.  As  the 
frontal  system  dissipated  conditions  Improved  sbnwhat  "with  davti^e  ceilings 
2000*  to  3000*.  Even  these  ceilings  tehded  to  partially  obscure  some  of  the 
higher  p>eaks.  Night  t'*me  fog  and  low  stratus  persisted  throui^  month’s  end. 
Precipitation  accuaulation  was  not  a  significant  factor. 

Maximum  temperatures  for  April:  Extreme  98,  mean  88;  minimum  temperatures 
for  the  month:  extreme  62,  mean  73,  Rainfall:  Coast  2,67  Inches;  mountains

1«  JEB  STUART  I  (Feb-Mar),  Prior  to  launchi'’(?  the  TET  Offensive,  the- 
812th  Regt,  32AB  NVA  Division  moved  from  the  west  to  ^uan^r  Binh  (?)  NVN  on' 

3  December  to  Base  Area  101  to  participate  in  the  attack  on  <^nanR  Tid.  Cit^. 
Other  participete  already  in  the  OvjSn<»  Tri  area  were  the  8Uth  Pn,  "^th  WA 
Regt,  and  the  10th  Sapper  Bn,  The  6th  Regt  was  operating,  from  Base  Ai-*ea  UA 
in  the  vicinity  of  Hue,  The  newlv  formed  4th  Retzt  operated  in  the  Phu  Loc 
area.  The  12th  Sapper  Bn  and  the  Hue  City  Sapper  Bn  operated  to  the  west  of 
Hue  City  under  the  control  of  Tri-Thien-Hue  Militar<r  Region  HO.  The  810th 
LF  Bn  was  operating  Soiith  and  Vest  of  Hue. 

The  unsuccessful  attack  of  Ouang  Tri  Citv  was  launched  at  0300  hrs-31 
January,  The  principle  reasons  for  its  failure  were  poor  coordination,  lack 
of  reconnaissance,  and  underestimation  of  the  1st  ACD's  capf.:bi].itie3.  Approx¬ 
imately  700  were  killed.  After  the  attack  part  of  the  812th  Regiment  moved 
to  the  Thao  Ms.  River  area  South  and  East  of  Hai  Lang.  Other  elements  returned 
to  Base  Area  101. 

The  enemy  attack  on  Hue  City  achieved  surprise  and  was  successful  in 
seizing  a  major  portion  of  the  citv.  As  pressure  from  alli.ed  elanehts  in¬ 
creased  the  enemy  was  forced  back  along  the  western  wall.  T^e  4i6th  Rn,  5th 
Regt,  which  had  moved  from  the  Hai  Lang  Forest,  arrived  in  Hue  to  reinforce 
on  17  February,  It  passed  south  of  Khe  Sanh,  throu-fh  the  Ba  Long  Vallov, 
through  Base  Area  101  and  114,  through  the  La  Chu  area  and  arrived  at  Hue  on 
22  ard  ?3  February,  The  7th  Bn  entered  the  city  on  22.  Feb.  Elements  of  the 
8th  B.i  .i.:..,.red  on  the  following  day.  The  29th  Regt,  325C  WA  Div,  had  also 
moved  fPom  the  Khe  Sanh  area  to  reinforce  enemy  elements  of  Hue,  The  pressuro 
exerted  ,frau  oho  west  of  Hue  initiated  on  21  Feb  by  the  1st  ACD,  dispelled  anv 
enemy  hope  of  permanently  holding  Hue,  On  25  Feb  enemv  elements  vacated  the 
city  with  the  6th  Rego,  90bh  Regt  (-)  and  29th  Regt  (-)  movlnfi:  to  the  we.st 
and  southwest  of  Hue  and  the  4th  Regt  moving  south  to  tho  Nam  Hop.  area  vifis 
controlled  bv  the  Tri-Thien-’Aio  HO,  which  was  located  southwest  of  the  citv, 
Eneny  losses  in  the  battle  are  presently  carried  at  over  5000  enerrr  ''illed. 

Since  the  battle  of  Hue  City  elements  of  803d  Regt,  324th  F/A  Div.  have 
moved  east  along  the  coast  frora  the  Cua  Viet  area  to  a  position  north  end 
northwest  of  Hue.  The  48bh  and  52d  Regb's  of  the  320th  Th/A  Div  have  m'^ved 
•fl-cm  the  Cara  Lo  area  toward  Cua.  Viet.  Within  tho  JEB  8TIT/>.t?t  hP,  tho  o'-’enrr 
has  been  concerned  with  the  evacuation  of  the  Hue  aree  and  rirotectinv  supplv 
routes  along  the  Thach  Ma  and  Song  Bo  Rivers  for  supplv  of  Base  Area  l^l  a.ori 
114  (southeast)  respectively.  Eneny  construction  on  route  547  from  A  ShaU 
Valley  to  Hue  City  and  indications  of  large  movements  of  fresh  units  and  re¬ 
placements  show  the  determination  of  the  enemy  to  attempt,  new  large  scale  f.t-* 
tacks  in  tho  Quang  Tri -Hue  Area.

During  the  first  2  weeks  of  I»fe.rch  tho  enemy  continued  to  reorganize,  re¬ 
inforce,  and  resupply  in  preparation  for  a  renewed  offensive.  Operations 
against  allied  units  initially  appeared  to  be  htarrassment  in  nature,  chs.rac- 
terizod  by  stand  off  attacks  by  rocket  and/or  mortar  fire,  interdiction  of 
coratnunications  routes,  and  extensive  use  of  mines  and  booby  traps  in  areas 
critical  to  friendly  supply  activities.  The  enemy  increased  his  activity  in 
the  A  Shau  Valley  and  along  Route  547  to  establish  a  largo  logistical  base  and 
a  secure  communLcrtiona  route  west  of  Hue,  The  numerous  rocket  positions 
oriented  toward  TS  and  allied  installations,  and  a  decrease  in  normal  activitv 
indicate  the  imnlnence  of  a  renewed  offensive. 
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In  addition  to  normal  auprly  end  security  movements  the  enemv  Ke'^an  we-  ‘- 
positioning  units  in  preparation  for  renewed  offensive  action.  The  i^l^-th  Bn 
5th  Repjt  moved  from  Base  Area  101  to  the  coa.stal  plains  area  northeast  of 
Hai  Lang  and  Ouang  Tri  City,  and  conducted  population  control  operations  in  • 
preparation  for  the  attack  on  Ouang  Tri  City,  The  ?.d  Bn,  B03d  Re "t  moved  ■ 
southeast  from  the  Ouang  Tri  City  area  and  joined .the  remainder  of  the  B03d 
Regiment  in  the  vicinity  ,of  Hue,  This  move  was- .accomplished  in  loss  than 
36  hours. 

During  the  last  two  weeks  of  March  the  Allies  launched  aggressive  sttac''-:  ' 
a,.gainst  known  and  suspected  enemy  concentrations,  with  the  1st  ’ AGD  attacking  . 
into  Base  Area  101.  and  Base  Area  114,  the  101st  Abn  Div  attackinc,  northwest  •. 
of  Hue  and  southwest  of  the  citv  along  Hwy  547,  and  1st  MVU  Division  at¬ 
tacking  west,  north,  and  south  of  Hue  ai’xi  vrest  into  the  staging  area  north,  of  • 
Hwy  547*  ARC  li^ts.  Air  Strikes  and  Maval  Gunfire  were  employed  against 
known  onoigf  concentrations.  The  Allies  quickly  ga,ined  the  i’nitiative,  dis-  t'; 
organized  the  enemy,  and  forced  the  enerav  'to  abandon  his  plans  for  an  offen¬ 
sive,  at  least  temporarily,

2,  PEGASUS,  JEB  STUART  II,  DELAW/iHE  (April) »  During  the  reporting  period, 
the  First  Team  completed  two  operations  and  con'tinues  in  a  third.  The  first 
fifteen  days  of  April,  during  Operation  Pegasus/tam  Son  207A,  the  enenrr  con¬ 
tinued  withdrawin<?  from  the  Khe  Sanh  area,  with  large  ssgmen’ts  of  his  estim¬ 
ated  16  battalion  force  moving  to  the  west  into  Laos,  Ope'^ations  against 
allied  forces  consisted  primarily  of  delaying  tactics  for  the  first  week, 
degenerating  into  full-scale  retreat  from  the  vast  firepower  of  the  airmobile  ■ 
forces.  The  enemy  was  .forced  to  abandon  large  amounts  of  equiment,  vreapons 
and  aranjunltioii  in  order  to  salvage  his  waning'  troop  strength,  seriously  de¬ 
pleted  by  incessant  B-52  strikes  immediately  pr’’or  to,  end  during  the  earlv 
phases  of  the  operation.  The  enemy  offered  little  or  no  resistance. to  allied 
efforts  to  open  Highway  9s  those  contacts  that  materialized  were  nernet.rpted 
out  of  desperation  uoon  being  tranped  by  the  highiv  mobile  allies.  In  the 
later  phases  of  the  operation  the  enemy  reacted  prima.rilv  with  standoff  rocket 
and  artillery  attacks,  many  from  the  sanctuary  of  La.os,  The  new  sneejel  ■forces 
camp  to  the  west  of  Lang  Vei  was  stubbornly  defended  bv  an  estimated  battalion^ 
as  was  the  preminent  terrain  features  of  Hills  881  North  and  The  enemv 

took  full  advantage  of  holding  high  ground  to  delay  allied  advances  to  the 
Laotian  border. 

Operation  JEB  STUART  II  brought  the  First  Team  back  to  the  coastal  plains  ^ 
to  bolster  security  for  the  1st  Air  Cavalry  Division  base  areas.  The  enemy 
conducted  reconnaissance  and  resupply  missions  in  preparation  fop  a  second 
offensive  against  Quang  Tri  and  Hue  City,  H’’'gh  level  coordination  meetings 
were  disclosed  through  numerous  agent  reports  and  many  prepared  rocket  launch¬ 
ing  sites  appeared  completely  encircling  Camp  Evans.  Simultaneously,  the 
enemy  continued  their  efforts  at  opening  a.  main  supply  route  from  the  A  Shau 
Valley  to  the  mountainous  area  west  of  Hue  City, 

The  last  eleven  days  of  the  month  of  April,  the  enemy  increased  his 
repositioTiing  activity  considerably,  moving  large  forces  into  Base  Areas  101 
and  114,  as  well  as  gathering  supplies  to  support  a  planned  offensive.  The 
A  Shau  Valley  became  an  area  of  deep  concern  to  the  enony  as  the  allied  forces 
air  assaulted  into  the  long-time  logistical  complex  and  base  area.  The  enemy 
had  provided  an  excellent  air  defense  capability  for  the  vallev  with  at 
least  two  battalions  of  anti-aircraft  guns,  ranging  in  size  from  12,  through 
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.  37na.  Their  cache  locations  were  defended  in  a  send-b^artced  condition  with 
weighted  area  coverage,  concentrated  on  forced  avenue  of  approach.  The  eneniv 
took  full  advantage  of  adverse  weather  conditions  by  exercising  strict  firo 
discipline!  firing  at  all  high  flying  and  larger  aircraft,  reg^^rdless  of 
itude,  with  all  air  defense  weapons  available. 

•  At  the  end;  of  the  reporting  period,  the  enony  offeroi  only  token  resist¬ 
ance  in  the  A  Shau  Valley,  seemingly  being  content  with  occupying  the  highly 
mobile  allies  in  that  area  and  willingly  giving  up  military  stores  for  the 
advantage  of  being  able  to  maneuver  large  fighting  forces  into  Base  Areas  101 
and  114,  ostensibly  for  the  purpose  of  inltiatin»  another,  offensive.

After  the  offensive  an  in¬ 
tensive  campaign  uas  initiated  to  regain  popular  support  for  fW»  This  obi9> 
paign  continued  throu^out  all  operations,  During  this  reporting  peHod  a 
civilian  rewards  campaign  was  conducted  to  gain  information  about  locations  of 
enewy  forces,  rockets,  mines  and  booby  traps,  weapons  caches,  and  LCC's, 

Durng  February  psychological  operations  included  a  campaign  to  coimtsr  rumors 
peri.alnlttg  to  a  possible  coalition  goverment  in  South  Vietnam.  Diring  the 
period  Feb  AB  the  Chieu  Hoi  program  was  discontinued,  ^cent  for  this 
period,  an  intensive  Chieu  Hoi  campaign  was  conducted  during  the  reporting 
period.  This  campaign  emnhasized  advantages  of  the  Chieu  Hoi  rr*'graTn,  family 
separations,  heavy  casualties,  lack  of  n.deouate  medical  treatment,-  end  super¬ 
iority  of  allied  firepower.  During  Operation  JEB  STUART,  the  Chieu  Hoi  cam¬ 
paign  was  directed  at  VC/NVA  forces.  In  April  the  Chieu  Hoi  campaign  conducted 
in  vicinity  of  Khe  Sanh  and  A  Shau  Valley,  was  directed  solelv  at  the  WA.  A 
campaign  to  explain,  good  treatment  of  PW's  was  also  conducted  during  all  oper¬ 
ations,  One  WA  atrocity  in  Thua  Thien  Province  was  exploited  by  dropping 
quick  reaction  leaflets  in  the  immediate  vicinitv  of  the  atrocity, 

2,  Support! 

A,  The  9th  Air  Commando  Squadron  flew  512  of  1,113  tape  and  leaflet 
missions  requested.  Using  02B  and  C-47  aircraft,  51*4^3,000  leaflets  were 
dropped  and  21,5  hrs  of  loudspeaker  appeal,  time  were  brordo&st,  Artillorv 
fire  and  adverse  weather  conditions  caused  cancellations  of  many  9th  ACS  Psvops 
missions, 

B,  The  7th  Psyops  Bn  located  at  Da  Nang  provided  printing  and  tape 
suppoi*t,  one  HB  team  to  each  Brigade,  and  liaison  with  the  9th  ACS,  The 
qu^ity  of  printing  was  generally  good.  However,  some  delays,  were  encour'  ered 
in  delivery  of  leaflets  to  Division  Psyops  Section,  Continuous  planning  by 
Division  Psyops  personnel  and  direct  coordination  with  7th  Psvons  TJn  was  re¬ 
quired  to  insure  a  sufficient  q;\antity  of  appropriate  ladflets  to  support 
sustained  operations, 

C,  Each  HB  team  pro\iided  limited  Psyops  exploitation  using  a  ^50 
watt  ground  loudspeaker  and  a  1000  watt  aerial  loudspeaker  svsteiu  wo'imted 

on  a  UH-1  helicopter.  The  Brigade  HB  teams  broadcast  I'^l  hours  irround  loud¬ 
speaker  time,  42  hoiors  hellborne  loudspeaker  time  and  disseminated  1.0''**, 050 
leaflets.  During  perj.od  15-30  Apr  one  HB  team  remained  attached' to  the  ’d 
Bde,  which  was  OPCON  to  3d  Mar  Division,  The  tactical.  situa.tion,'  adverse 
weaither  conditions  and  separation  of  HB  teams  from  Brigade  CP’s  occasion¬ 
ally  hampered  extensive  use  o^  these  teams, 

C.  Armed  Propaganda  teams  were  not  used  extensively  rturi.n<y  this 
period.  An  a  cute  shortage  of  Hoi  Chanhs  in  I  Corps  li’^ited  their  pvailahilitv". 
Introduction  of  Armed  Propaganda  Teams  into  the  Khe  Banh  and  A  Bhau  VaUev 
AO's  was  not  considered  feasible.  Three  two-man  AFT »s  were  used  with  each 
Bjjjlgadc  Psyops  (HB)  Team  for  one  week  in  March,  Their  use  enhanced  face-to- 
face  persuasion,  APT's  were  obtained  from  Ouang  Tri  P7*ovince  Chieu  Hoi  Center, 
They  are  most  effectively  employed  in  small  groups  of  two  or  three  Hoi  Chanhs 
\mder  direct  control  of  the  HB  teams.

E.  Thirty  Kit  Carson  vico^its  vere  assigned  to  the  division  during  this 
reporting  period.  They  were  ^iiloyed  with  the  infantry  comapnies,  rifle 
platoons  and  "O'*  Troop,  I/9  Cavalry.  Their  employment  continued  to  be  effect. ive 
3.  Chieu  Hoi  Program:  An  intensive  Chieu  Hoi  campaign  was  continued 
throu^out  all  operations.  Twenty-nine  (29)  Hoi  Chanhs  iWA^C)  rallied  in 
the  1  ACD  AO  during  this  period,  A  minimum  of  8  Hoi  Chanhs  rallied  as  a  direct 
result  of  helibome  appeals  broadcast  in  support  of  grotand  operations.  Maw 
of  the  Hoi  Chanhs  were  immediately  exploited,  for  psyeps  by  live  and  tape 
recorded  messages  appealing  to  their  comrades  to  rallv  to  the  OVN,  The  mes¬ 
sages  were  broadcast  by  heliborne  loudspeaker.  Leaflet  messages  with  the  ssne 
appeals  were  written  bir  the  Hoi  Chanhs,  and  produced  and  disseminated  by  the 
7th  Psyops  Bn  and  9th  ACS  respectively.

The  TIT  Offensive  caused  many  refugees  and  displaced  persons,  during  lb's 
^onth.of  February.  Many  people  were  caught  amv'  fraa  home  .when  fighting 
eruptied  and  could  not  move  on  the  roads.  Others  fled  from  battle  areas,,, 3n  .f,) 
Fhong  Dien  and  Ruong  Tra  Districts  a  large  nuraber  of  civilians  and  refugees 
were  without  food  because  transportation  could  not  move  on  the  roads.  This 
problem  was  solved  by  air  lifting  rice,  corn  meal  and  bulgar  wheat  to  the  ,  '  ,  . 

respective  districts.  Later,  foodstuffs  were  also  air  lifted  to  npan.g  Dien,  . .. 
Huong  T)ien  and  Hai  Lang  Districts,  In  March  the  refugee  problem  les'^ered  . 
throughout  the  AO  as  supply  routes  were  reopened  and  the-  people  vrer?  Thl''; 
return  to  their  homes,  A  major  effort  during  this  period  was  the  relocat:!  ‘■n 
of  approximately  3,000  people  from  Utah  Beach  to  an  area  approximetelv  3  kilo-, 
meters  to  the  south-east  (TD5354),  Coordination  was  effected  with  Uai  Lang  • 
District  and  Province  O.fficials,  Actual  movement  of  people  be^an  on  *^2  March 
and  took  approximately  one  we^k^to  complete.  Assistance  was  furnished  in  the 
way  of  food,  MJ^dCj^PS,  lumber/and  some  transportation.  The  civic  action  rrogrem 
began  to  expand,  Laundrv  facilities  were  opened  bv  3d  and  Divartv  in  *•. 
Phong  Dien,  The  Div  Has  Co^  medics  provided  almost  daily  assist s'nce  to  the 
Phong  Dien  Dispensary.  Sandbag  fill  points  continued  to  be  operated  near  L'^*s 
Evans,  Jane  and  Betty,  During  Operation  Fecasus  the  onlv  si  mil fi cant  CA  act¬ 
ivity  was  movement  of  316  refugees  from  the  AO  to  the  refugee  cemn  »t  Cam  Lo, 
Population,  within  the  Pegasus  AO  was  verv  sparse.  To  date,  no  native  people 
have  been  found  living  in  the  A  Shau  Valiev,  In  April  civic  action  mroieCts 
continued  by  rear  elements  at  .L’I's  Evans,  Jane  and  Bet  tv— Sharon,  .^t  the  end 
of  April  the  civic  action  program  was  steadily  improving  and  increasing  through¬ 
out  the  AO.  Cooperation  from  the  local  populace  is  up  from  Pebruarv.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  quarter  a  civil  affairs  team  was  attached  from  the  29th 
CA  Company,  This  team  was  withdrawn  on  12  March  1968  due  to  a  reorganization 
of  the  company  and  relocation  of  teams.  Loss  of  this  team  has  hampered  civil 
a-ffairs  activities*  Support  has  not  been  received  from  .CA  teams  attached  to 
Province
